a arrival at a Caribbean resort 
joins the dive boat for a morning trip 
to the drop-off. The divemaster scru- 
tinizes his guests on the way out and si- 
lently thinks to himself, ‘this guy should 
be no problem.”’ The diver is approxi- 
mately 40 years old, from California, has 
been diving eight years, and holds a cer- 
tification card from a prestigious training 
association. He seems to know what he’s 
talking about and has been diving in a 
number of exotic spots such as Truk La- 
goon and the Red Sea. He appears in 
good physical condition and talks about 
jogging and playing racquetball. 

Once the boat is anchored, the diver 
takes his time getting his well worn equip- 
ment together. As he gets into his gear he 
aprears a little nervous. He is the last one 
off the boat, except for the two advanced 
students who are working out their repet 
dive profile with their instructor. Finally, 
he makes his entry and starts down the 
anchor with a slight current tugging at his 
body. His appointed dive buddy is 15 feet 
ahead on the same line. 

At precisely 28 feet things begin to go 
wrong. The diver has difficulty clearing 
his ears. Frustrated by the inability to 
equalize, he clumsily attempts to turn 
around on the descent line. The rim of his 
facemask catches on the line and floods 
half full with water. Caught off balance by 
the current, the diver attempts to tilt his 
head backward and clear his mask. The 
angle is wrong and a shot of seawater 
goes up his nose and into his sinus. With 
knee jerk reflex, the diver lets go of the

descent line and starts thrashing his way 
to the surface. He breaks through the wa- 
ter canopy, spits out his mouthpiece, and 
rips the flooded mask off his face. By now 
the current has carried him past the stern 
of the dive boat. His coughing and gag- 
ging attracts the attention of the instructor 
who jumps into the water and drags the 
diver back to the ladder. 

How is it possible that a well trained, 
certified diver with years of experience 
could have such a problem with basic 
scuba skills? Still gasping from the near 
miss, the diver solves the riddle by 
blurting out, ‘‘! blew it. | guess I’m a little 
out of practice. | haven't been in the wa- 
ter in the last 18 months.”’ 

Reentry into the sport, after a long peri- 
od of inactivity, is perhaps one of diving’s 
most difficult maneuvers. No matter how 
extensive or rigorous the original scuba 
training, the human body tends to forget 
with time. Skills and timing fade into dim 
memories and self-confidence ebbs like 
the tide. Yet. most divers don’t seem to 
realize that they are rusty. The process is 
subtle. It is only when the diver is fully 
suited up and balanced on the edge of 
the dive boat that he realizes he is not as 
well prepared as he should be. 

Reentry is a serious safety problem at 
dive resorts and on local dive boats as 
well. In fact, it may very well be one of the 
major contributing factors to this sport’s 
present credibility gap in the C-card sys- 
tem. Graduates of 12 to 20 week scuba 
courses are turning up at dive resorts and 
are acting like complete neophytes. Their 
C-cards do not reflect a true picture of 
their dive status. As one divemaster put 
it, ‘“‘l really don’t care about the date of 
the customer's first dive—| want to know 
the date of the last dive.’’ 

How can the dive industry cope with 
this growing problem? The first step is to 
recognize it for what it is and to realize 
that the situation has the potential of 
growing worse. The good news is that 
scuba reentry is a solvable problem. 
Once it is fully recognized by the diving 
public and understood by the resorts and 
divemasters, measures can be taken to 
relearn old skills. Here are just a few ex- 
amples of what is being done today: 


1) This year PADI introduced a refresh- 
er course called Scuba Review. It con- 
sists of a special self-study textbook, in- 
structor review of basic scuba skills and 
an optional open water dive for environ- 
mental orientation. The program was 
greeted with such enthusiasm that the 
first 10,000 copies of the workbook sold 
out in the first two months. 

2) Human Underwater Biology (HUB), 
an organization specializing in travel and 
medical: education, has come up with a 
unique way of coping with the scuba re- 
entry problem. Each traveler is sent a 
packet of pre-trip information containing 
a set of dive tables and a mini-exam with 
five repetitive dive problems. Customers 
practice their repetitive dive calculations 
before they reach the resort. They be- 
come proficient in figuring repet group 
letters and maximum bottom time. A lec- 
ture on personal diving safety is given the 
morning of the first day at the dive resort, 
prior to any open water activity. 

3) At the Flamingo Beach Hotel, Dive 
Bonaire starts every new week with a 
walkaround orientation and a warm up 
dive. At 9:30 am every Sunday morning, 
new arrivals are conducted on a walk- 
through orientation of the dive shop 
procedures, tank location, dive boat rules 
and basic equipment requirements. At 
10:30 am guests make a warm up dive 
from the pier directly in front of the hotel. 
The gradually sloping bottom and calm 
surface provide an ideal environment for 
gentle reentry into diving. Instructors 
stand ready on the pier for assistance 
with gear as well as rescues if needed. 

4) Many dive stores throughout the 
U.S. are now promoting local dives as a 
method of staying in shape between trips 
to the ocean. Events such as underwater 
Easter egg hunts, Thanksgiving turkey di- 
ves, Halloween U/W pumpkin carving 
contests and treasure hunts help to turn 
ordinarily dives into social events. 

lf techniques such as those listed 
above are conducted on a national basis 
by all dive stores, instructors and dive re- 
sorts, this sport can successfuly combat 
the reentry problem. More diving on a 
regular basis is the key to a safer 
Sport. >

Rx for Divers in March discussed multi- 
level diving and presented some 
general concepts based on diving, prac- 
ticed in limited circumstances in commer- 
cial offshore operations. 

While we referred to the University of 
Pennsylvania Institute for Environmental 
Medicine as a source of information, it 
was not clear in that article that the Insti- 
tute, a leader in decompression theory 
and development of dive tables, had 
stressed that its analysis showed many 
combinations of two level diving to be un- 
safe and to cause an unacceptable risk 
of decompression sickness. 

The fact that some divemasters, 
through experience, have developed 
some safe multi-level dive profiles does 
not mean that these special procedures 
can be applied to any multi-level dive. 

Because of this risk of decompression 
sickness, use of the U.S. Navy No De- 
compression Tables to devise multi-level 
sport diving decompression procedures 
as described in the March issue is not an 
accepted safe diving procedure. 


This month Rx for Divers reviews skin 
problems that can occur from diving. This 
article is written by Dr. Cynthia Modny, a 
dermatologist practicing in Montclair, 
New Jersey. Doctor Modny is trained in 
undersea medicine through the National 
Oceanographic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration (NOAA) Physicians Program 
in Diving Medicine.

By Legislation 


Will soort divers be banned from 


American wrecks

Pe devoting the entire column this 
month to a crucial matter that con- 
cerns the future of every serious ship- 
wreck diver in the United States: 

Congressman Charles Bennett, Demo- 
crat, Jacksonville, Florida has introduced 
House Bill 69, an anti-shipwreck diving 
bill that if passed could make wreck div- 
ing obsolete. The wordy and confusing 
ten page bill calls for a $10,000 fine for, 
“any person who excavates, salvages, 
appropriates, or injures any shipwreck 
subject to jurisdiction, control, and power 
of disposition of the United States under 
section 1-a.”’ 

The bill provides for the transfer of 
shipwrecks to state jurisdiction, which 
leaves interpretation, regulation and en- 
forcement in the hands of state bureau- 
crats, most of whom know little about div- 
ing and less about shipwreck control. 
Most divers fear that state officials will 
over-regulate shipwrecks with hostile, pu- 
nitive and unrealistic regulations that 


might include permits, licenses and spe- _ 


cial sanctions. Dive shop owners and 
charterboat captains who depend on 
wreck sites for their livelihood could very 
well be put out of business if this bill were 
signed into law. 

The first paragraph of Bennett’s House 
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Bill 69 states: “‘It is hereby declared that 
any abandoned historic shipwreck locat- 
ed, in whole or in part, on the outer Conti- 
nental Shelf or on lands beneath naviga- 
ble waters within the boundaries of a 
State is the property of the United States 
and is subject to its jurisdiction, control 
and power of disposition as provided in 
this Act.’ Notice how strongly worded 
this bill is, and note the term, historic. 
Near the end of the bill, under the 
heading, Definitions, it says: “The term 
‘historic shipwreck’ means a wrecked 
vessel which was constructed more than 
100 years before the date of the enact- 
ment of this Act, and the term ‘aban- 
doned historic shipwreck’ means a his- 
toric shipwreck with respect to which 
each owner has ceased to claim and ex- 
ercise any right, title and interest.” Al- 
though this bill appears to limit the states’ 
authority to ships constructed 100 years 
ago, divers are concerned that the term 
historic is relative. A wreck that you and 
| dive on may never be accessible to our 
offspring because by the time they are 
old enough to dive it, the wreck will have 
reached its 100 year old status and will 
be off-limits, except to state archaeolo- 
gists. Most wrecks are not historical any- 
way, but believe me, some old clunkers 


that we might not look at twice, could be 
declared ‘‘rare historical finds’’ under this: 
tyrannical Bennett bill. Not one wreck in 
1000 is of particular historical or archae- 
ological value, but it’s difficult to convince 
non-diving Washington politicians of this. 

Under the title, State Plans, one section 
of the bill says: ‘‘A State plan meets the 
requirements if it provides for the loca- 
tion, protection, salvage, restoration, and 
preservation of each abandoned historic 
shipwreck located, in whole or part, on 
lands beneath navigable waters within 
the boundaries of that state, and for this 
purpose requires a suitable State agency 
to: 1. Assume custody of each such 
shipwreck; 2. To regulate the location, 
salvage, restoration, and preservation of 
each such shipwreck; 3. To employ one 
or more archaeologists as the agency 
shall prescribe, to assist the agency in 
performing its duties under the plan.’ 

The Bennett bill becomes more fright- 
ening on page seven under the title, En- 
forcement, where it specifically declares 
a $10,000 fine for violators. As well as 
defining historic shipwreck, the bill de- 
fines: vessel, outer continental shelf, land 
beneath navigable waters, boundaries, 
state, secretary, person, local govern- 
ment unit, administrator, and rule. 
Enough said! 

Now that you have a working knowl- 
edge of what big brother is up to, it rests 
in your hands to defeat this travesty be- 
fore it reaches the House and then, finally 
the Senate. At the time of this writing, the 
bill is in a sub-committee called the 
Oceanographic Sub-Committee. If ap- 
proved, it would then advance to the Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee 
and if passed there, it would then go to 
the House, and finally the Senate. 

Therefore, it is imperative that you write 
immediately to The Honorable Norman 
D’Amours, Chairman, Oceanographic 
Sub-Committee, House Office Building, 
Washington, D.C. 20515, and to The 
Honorable Barbara A. Mikulski, Oceano- 
graphic Sub-Committee, 407 Cannon 
House Office Building, Washington, D.C. 
20515. Tell Mr. D’Amours and Ms. Mikul- 
ski that you vehemently oppose Charles 
Bennett's House Bill 69 and ask them to 
forward a copy of your letter to the Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Committee. 

If you would like a copy of House Bill 
69, send me $1.40 (cost of photocopying 
and postage) and | will send it to you. 
Meanwhile, see if you can get some of 
your dive buddies to write Mr. D’Amours 
and Ms. Mikulski. 

By banding together in a united front, 
we might be able to defeat this asinine 
proposal and let the bureaucrats in 
Washington know that we will regulate 
ourselves, as we have successfully done 
for many years.

in the diving community. They are annoy- 
ing, sometimes prevent a day or two of 
diving and certainly reduce the pleasure 
of a dive trip. 

Since the skin is the largest organ of 
the body, with so much exposure to its 
environment, a lot can happen to it while 
diving. We have all seen ‘‘old war 
wounds”’ on many divers which may be 
thought of as a mark of courage or rite of 
passage. But it is probably prudent to try 
to avoid these annoyances. The most ob- 
vious way to do so is by wearing a full 
wetsuit. Even in warm Caribbean waters 
a full one-eighth inch wetsuit will not over- 
heat the typical sport diver and definitely 
prevents hypothermia. If your budget 
can't handle this, wear a tightly woven 
long sleeve shirt and jeans. Always wear 
gloves, unless you are very knowledge- 
able and experienced in marine biology 
and know what you can touch without 
problems. The inexpensive, heavy duty, 
garden gloves work well. After a dive, 
wash your suit well to remove debris and 
to keep it in good condition. If your skin 
is well protected, it is unlikely that you will 
get into difficulty with the following types 
of marine life. 

sea anemones can produce itchy, 
burning, urticaria (hives) and some spe- 
cies Can cause systemic symptoms such 
as headaches, nausea, vomiting, fever, 
chills and muscle spasm. So look, photo- 
graph, admire, but don’t touch. 

Fire sponges can cause swelling, stiff- 
ness and discomfort in the part of the 
body stung. Fortunately, this usually goes 
away on its own within two days, but may 
leave you in the hotel for the duration. 

A sea cucumber can sometimes give 
you a mild dermatitis—not a problem if 
you Carry some cortisone cream. 

Fire coral is the usual producer of the 
“Red Badge of Courage’ among divers. 
For novice divers, this organism is some- 
times difficult to identify because of its 
varied appearance. It usually is off-white 
in color and can resemble finger-like pro- 
jections, round masses, or can cover oth- 
er coral like a smooth blanket. Perhaps 
the best way to recognize it is to take up 
macro photography and notice the fine 
projections all over the organism. These 
nematocysts or stinging capsules are the 
source of the potential problem. 

Many types of jellyfish can inflict any- 
thing from painful skin lesions all the way 
to shock and death. Most, including the 
Portuguese man-of-war, fortunately, usu- 
ally produce only skin problems. The Por- 
tuguese man-of-war is rarely fatal. It con- 
sists of stings, burning and numbness in 
the area with linear arranged hives to ul- 
cerations. Because its tentacles can be 
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patted minded oer

RX FOR DIVERS 


100 feet long, the unwary diver could 
easily be stung without seeing the animal. 
The jellyfish to definitely avoid, how- 
ever, is the Australian sea wasp. This four 
tentacled, approximately four inch long 
animal, is found in swarms, especially at 
night near the surface of the water along 
the coast of Australia. If sighted right be- 
fore a night dive, this author would abort 
the dive and enjoy the stars and the Milky 
Way instead. Fifteen to 20 percent of all 
sea wasp stings are fatal. A dermatitis 
begins as multiple linear hives which give 
a whiplash appearance. This can prog- 
ress to pronounced weakness, swelling 
of the throat and larynx, shock and death. 
The severity of the reaction depends on 
the size of the victim, the number of 
stings and the particular sensitivity of the 
person. Full wetsuits are not necessarily 
protection here, as the sea wasps have 
been known to get caught in neck open- 
ings as the diver ascends. Unless there 
is a physician on the boat with intrave- 
nous corticosteroids or sea wasp anti- 
venin from Australia, this could result in a 
very unfortunate situation. The Caribbean 
cousin of the Australian sea wasp is not 
likely to produce a servere problem. 

The mechanism by which these ani- 
mals (anemones, fire sponges, fire coral, 
jellyfish and stinging hydroids) injure the 
victim is the sting capsule or nematocyst. 
Inside this microscopic structure is a 
coiled thread fiber with a toxin-containing 
barb. Upon contact the thread is uncoiled 
and ejected from the capsule into the 
skin. The best local treatment of these 
stings involves: 1) not rubbing the affect- 
ed area, 2) avoiding fresh water on these 
areas as this activates the nematocysts, 
3) marinating the area with meat tenderiz- 
er. This powder contains papain, which 
dissolves the nematocysts, giving almost 
immediate relief. Every dive bag should 
be stocked with a bottle. 

Mollusks are usually no problem ex- 
cept for cone shells. Some are highly 
prized by collectors but with a 20 percent 
fatality rate if stung—don't touch. The 
same goes for the blue-ringed octopus of 
Australia. Twenty-five percent of these 
bites are fatal. All other species of octo- 
pus are safe although they can bite with 
their sharp, (but small) parrot-like jaws. 

The typical coral cut (not fire coral) re- 
sults from a slightly different mechanism. 
In addition to nematocysts, the skin is 
usually lacerated by the exoskeleton of 
the coral. A delayed foreign body reac- 
tion can occur if the debris is not re- 
moved and secondary infection sets in. 
The local skin treatment here should in- 
clude: 1) again meat tenderizer—papain 
2) scrubbing the cut with soap and water 
with a soft brush or rough towel to re- 
move the exoskeleton 3) applying hydro-

gen peroxide and allowing it to bubble 4) 
drying the area and applying antibiotic 
powder or ointment. 

Sea urchins can hide almost anywhere 
in coral and pierce any wetsuit or glove. 
The treatment here may sound barbaric, 
but it works. Bite the bullet and with your 
fingers, mash the embedded spines until 
they are broken up into smaller frag- 
ments. Apply hot compresses for pain. 
Surgical removal is not necessary as the 
body absorbs the spines. Rarely, how- 
ever, nodules (granulomas) can develop 
two to three months later. If this occurs, 
see a dermatologist for further treatment. 

Occasionally skin eruptions from blue 
green algae (seaweed dermatitis) occur 
under bathing suits or wetsuits. This hap- 
pened in an epidemic in Hawaii. An itchy 
red rash appears which responds well to 
topical cortisone creams. If there is an 
epidemic in your dive area, shower with 
soap and water and wash your bathing 
suit and wetsuit immediately after diving. 

Scorpionfish are the most venomous of 
all fish. Stonefish are included in this 
group. The most neurotoxic of these in- 
habit the Indian and Pacific Oceans, how- 
ever, Florida and Caribbean species can 
Cause severe dermatologic and systemic 
symptoms. The toxin is contained in 
spines in the fins. Since these fish have 
highly developed camouflages, they are 
easy to come in contact with accidentally. 
Common reactions include intense pain, 
swelling, discoloration and numbness. 
This can progress to systemic symptoms 
of weakness, nausea, vomiting, swollen 
lymph glands, pallor and fainting. If untre- 
ated this leads to respiratory difficulties, 
shock and coma. 

First aid is similar to that of snake bite: 
Incision of the wound, sucking out of the 
venom and application of a tourniquet. 
There is a specific antivenin for stonefish 
poisoning made in Australia. 

Stingrays have tail spines (with venom) 
capable of producing punctures and in- 
tense pain, followed by local swelling and 
redness. The wound heals slowly and of- 
ten gets infected. The usual setting of this 
type of accident is an unwary person 
stepping on a stingray in the surf. So 
when you take that romantic walk, hand- 
in-hand on the moonlit beach, walk on the 
sand, not in the surf. 

There are a few physical dermatologic 
contraindications to diving. Any preex- 
isting skin disease in a generalized red- 
dened state (psoriasis, atopic dermatitis, 
or sunburn) exposes the person to rapid 
heat loss even at Caribbean water tem- 
peratures. The resulting hypothermia is a 
danger which exposes the person to a 
whole host of other medical problems, in- 
cluding increased risk of bends. Sunburn

SLINGOHOT

hances are you’ve never seen a 

valve such as the one pictured on 
this page. Although similar valves are 
available in Europe, the Sherwood Sel- 
pac Slingshot (SVB 4240) is the only one 
of its kind on the American market. It’s 
not new, however, it’s been around for 
about three years. 

The Slingshot was designed to fill a de- 
mand by cave and wreck divers for a re- 
dundant regulator system that didn’t take 
up much space. The Slingshot suits this 
demand ideally. A single tank can 
accommodate two complete regulators: 
two first stages, two pressure gauges 
and up to four second stages (two prima- 
ry and two octopuses). 


Front 


The Slingshot is perfect for comparing 
a known regulator system performance 
to an unknown. George Cozens, SDM’s 
technical editor, relies upon a Slingshot 
when he’s testing regulators. On one side 
of the valve he attaches his own personal 
regulator, on the other, the test regulator. 
He can breathe from one, then the other 
and the differences or similarities are im- 
mediately apparent. The Slingshot could 
also be used to compare a pressure 
gauge of proven accuracy to one with un- 
Known accuracy. 

Cave and wreck divers like the Sling- 
shot because they can carry two com- 
plete regulator systems compactly. It 
would be perfect for ice divers as well. 








The Slingshot could also be used on a 
safety tank hung from a boat at 10 feet: 
One tank could serve as a decompres- 
sion or safety stop for four people! 

Triple chrome plated brass, the Sling- 
shot has a service pressure of 3000 psi. 
It can be filled from either side and, either 
side can be used for the attachment of 
just one regulator. If the O-rings look dif- 
ferent, it's because they are. According 
to John Canna, Sherwood Selpac’s prod- 
uct manager, these polyurethane O-rings 
are tougher and more tear resistant .

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can ruin a vacation, so avoid it. Use a 
Sunscreen with sun protection factor 
(SPF) of 15, especially one which is rela- 
tively waterproof. 

If you have overindulged, aspirin (two 
tablets every four hours) is the treatment 
of choice. A rare condition called cold ur- 
ticaria (hives) in which the person gets 
hives and sometimes breathing difficul- 
ties, confusion and rarely shock when ex- 
posed to cold air or water, should make 
cold water diving completely off limits. 

And, a final word on the most prevalent 
skin problem on most exotic remote dive 
locations—flea bites. The less inhabited 
and developed an island is, usually the 
better its diving, and definitely the greater 
its flea population. These almost invisible 
creatures go by various euphemisms on 
different islands but ‘flying teeth’ is a 
common term. If you have heard that your 
particular destination might be infested, 
then: 1) Request a room without rugs— 
fleas live in them. 2) Bring at least one 
flea bomb with you and bomb the hotel 
room immediately upon arrival before 
you settle in. Repeat in a few days if you 
are still bothered by them. 3) Use Avon’s 
Skin So Soft bath oil as an inspect repel- 
lent. It works better than anything else. If 
the buggers still get you, over-the-count- 
er antihistamines and steroid creams 
usually suffice. 

So use a little common sense and 

make your dive vacations the safe and

partial pressures of oxygen in a scuba 
tank. Odors from a freshly applied lubri- 
cant may be nauseous to a diver, particu- 
larly during a dive. 

Evidence in all the reports studied 
shows the above suggestions to be as 
important for the care of aluminum tanks 
as they are for steel tanks. As pointed out 
in last month’s Technifacts, certain trace 
elements can cause more serious prob- 
lems in aluminum cylinders, fluorene, for 
instance. Another element aluminum is 
sensitive to, from the standpoint of corro- 
sion, is copper. There are possibly other 
elements to which aluminum is sensitive 
and divers should use caution in the inter- 
nal cleaning of their aluminum tanks.

HIGHEST SCUBA DIVE 


Charles F. Brush, Ph.D., leader of the 
Brush High-Altitude Andean Expedition, 


- sponsored by Yale University’s Peabody 


Museum and the Explorers Club, and his 
four co-members trekked to volcano LI- 
cancabur, in November 1982, where they 
made 11 record breaking scuba dives in 
the crater lake. Licancabur is on the 
Chile-Bolivia border, and its lake (19,455 
feet) is the highest body of water in the 
world. The previous highest scuba dive 
was in the crater lake of Nevada de Tolu- 
ca, at 15,016 feet, in Mexico. 

After breaking ice in the lake for more 
than an hour, Dr. Brush made the first 
dive using open circuit scuba with a regu- 
lator specially modified for pure oxygen. 
Subsequently he and his expedition co- 
members made ten additional dives; 
these were over three-quarters of a mile 
higher than any previous dives. 

An astounding concentration of plank- 
ton was found in the lake; samples are 
now being analyzed at Yale’s Peabody 


~ Museum. It will take some time to deter- 


mine whether these are new species, but 
this is likely. The crater lake is a self-con- 
tained ecological system for no plant or 
animal life exists on the volcano for sev- 
eral thousand feet below the lake. 

Archeologist Brush, 59 year old climb- 
er, marathon race-walker and three term 
former president of the Explorers Club, 
was joined on the expedition by Rob Bla- 
therwick, Dr. Robert Mende, Scot Pearl-

he waters of British Columbia host a 

great number of shipwrecks, ranging 
from proud, three masted sailing vessels 
dating back to the 1800's, to modern car- 
go ships such as the Vanlene which ran 
aground on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island in 1972. Many of the wrecks are 
relatively intact owning to their location in 
fairly deep water, well removed from the 
destructive effects of the open ocean. 
Only recently, several large wrecks have 
been found and there are still many more 
which lie in their graves as yet undisco- 
vered and undisturbed. 

In 1910, the 120 foot coastal freighter 
Capilano ran into a reef, suffering exten- 
sive damage. In her crippled condition 
she limped into Blubber Bay on the north- 
ern end of Texada Island, just east of to- 
day’s popular dive resort area of Powell 
River. Repairs on the Capilano were hast- 
ily made by the crew with the help of local 
island residents. But, once again outside 
the protection of the bay, she was caught 
in the open by a southwesterly gale. The 
patchwork repairs were torn apart, leav- 
ing the Capilano to founder on a shallow 
reef. She managed to hang on the reef 
just long enough for the crew to be res- 
cued and finally settled on a deeper reef 
near Vivian Island in 125 feet of water. 

Clues to the ship’s location surfaced 
when gill nets kept getting caught without 
explanation. In June of 1981 the exact lo-

cation was discovered by a chance depth 
finder reading. Today the Capilano’s |o- 
cation is kept in relative secrecy by pro- 
fessional underwater photographers, Jim 
Willoughby and George Rumley. It is their 
hope to preserve the wreck exactly as it 
was found by securing park status. 
Finding the wreck on any given day ap- 
pears to require a combination of modern 
science and a few magical incantations. 
With my dive buddy Bill Baker and | look- 
ing on in fascination, George Rumley 
zeroed in on the approximate location by 
lining up landmarks miles. away. In heavy 
downpours and thick fog the landmarks 
would be obscured, making it nearly im- 
possible to locate the wreck without 
much more sophisticated equipment. As 
we watched the depth finder outline the 
hull structure of the Capilano, Jim tossed 
a lead ‘‘cannonball’’ sinker into the water 
to anchor a large buoy. We later found 
that the marker had hit almost the exact 
center of the ship. Making a few more 
passes, George lined up the positioning 
of the wreck, and announced he had 
dropped our anchor just aft amidships. 
Leaving George on the boat, Jim, Bill 
and | slipped into our drysuits. After dou- 
ble checking lights, buckles, inflator hos- 
es and strobe connectors, we stepped 
comfortably into the 45°F water. We 
paused at the surface only long enough 
to review our dive plan and check the ex-

tra tank that would be left hanging at ten 
feet in case of emergency. We descend- 
ed slowly along the anchor chain into the 
darkness below. At 60 feet the outline of 
the wreck began to take shape, and at 75 
feet the cloud of haziness caused by a re- 
cent plankton bloom suddenly broke. Di- 
rectly below us we could see the stern of 
the freighter quite distinctly. 

The steel deck, which was cluttered 
with debris, was broken by two gaping 
rectangular access holes which led to the 
hold of the ship. Lining the holes, and 
scattered liberally over most exposed 
Surfaces was a profusion of large white 
Metridium anemones. Even while we 
were some 30 feet above the top of the 
wreck we could see the forms of massive 
70 to 80 pound lingcod resting on the 
deck below us. 

Jim patiently posed beside one mon- 
ster ling after another, each of which 
measured in excess of four feet in length. 


_ He later told us stories of encountering 


lingcod whose heads filled the full width 
of hatchways, and of others which had 
gone after overcurious divers, munching 
drysuits into wetsuits. 7 

At one point we found ourselves 
poised at opposite ends of a small pas- 
sageway leading between sections of the 
hold. Parked between us, with no appar- 
ent intention of cruising away was an 
enormous ling. An impressive array of ra- 
zor sharp teeth protruded far enough 
from his gaping mouth to reflect a great 
deal of the illumination from my dive light. 
Not being familiar with their reputed fe- 
rocity, | repeatedly tried to lift his chin to 
position him in front of a now laughing 
Willoughby. After taking serveral mo- 
ments of abuse, the fish finally erupted in 
a flurry of sediment and debris, instantly 
engulfing us in zero visibility. Fortunately 
it fled down a side exit rather than con- 
fronting its harassers. 

After making a quick examination of 
the ship’s wheel, which was overturned 
but intact, and a large anchor, which lay 
below decks, we were forced to return to 
the anchor chain for our ascent. Our limit- 
ed 20 minute bottom time had disap- 
peared all too quickly. As the three of us 
hung on the chain we laughed and ges- 
tured back and forth in the unintelligible 
language of divers. | imagine that George 
was listening to the excitement from our 
bubbles as they burst at the surface. 

Even as we were motoring back to 
Powell River, the depth finder (which was 
always kept running) sketched the outline 
of what looked very much like a three 
masted schooner. With the excitement of 
the dive on the Capilano still echoing in 
Our minds, we suddenly realized that we 
might have discovered another new 
wreck. Such is the thrill of diving the wa- 
ters of British Columbia, where a new ad- 
venture is only a dive away. >t.

he U.S.S. Mindanao, one of the larg- 

est of the World War || Liberty Class 
ships, was born in Baltimore on May 20, 
1943 at the Bethlehem, Fairfield Ship- 
yard. She died on October 11, 1980 as 
the result of a massive explosion that was 
deliberately set to send her to the bottom 
as an artificial reef. The 441 foot hulk lies 
in 85 feet of water on the bottom of the At- 
lantic about eight miles offshore Daytona 
Beach in Volusia County, Florida. 

The Minnie as she was affectionately 
nicknamed by her crew, not only served 
through an exciting period of U.S. history 
during World War II but continues to

make history. Today she is a different 
kind of artificial reef that serves as a fas- 
cinating underwater playground for sport 
divers as well as a bonanza for rod and 
reel fishermen. Two dive ciubs, the Or- 
mond Anchor Chasers and the Daytona 
Beach Skindivers, were participants in 
the program that could set an example 
for other reef building projects around the 
nation. The Mindanao was originally 
christened the E/bert Hubbard in honor of 
an Illinois journalist. The Navy changed 
this to Mindanao in honor of a tough little 
gunboat that was lost in the battle of Cor- 
regidor. The new Mindanao sailed for Cu- 





ba, then through the Panama Canal to 
Noumea, New Caledonia where she 
joined the Pacific Fleet which was assem- 
bling for an attack on the Philippines. 
She was equipped as a repair ship and 
served as ‘mother hen’ to fighting ships 
by keeping them repaired and in fighting 
trim. Her skipper, Commander G.B. Ev- 
ans, was loved by her officers and crew 
and the Minnie was known as a happy 
ship throughout the backwaters of the 
South Pacific. Crew members claim that 
the ship's brig was never used except for 
the storage of beach party equipment.

Solomons, Okinawa and Shanghai until 
she was returned to San Pedro, Califor- 
nia in March, 1946. She was decommis- 
sioned in May, 1947 to join the Reserve 
Fleet, then sent to the St. James, Virginia 
mothball river fleet until she was turned 
over to Florida by the Maritime Commis- 
sion to become an artificial reef. 

What makes the Minnie different from 
other artificial reefs is that, not only is her 
Official history available from Navy rec- 
ords, but dive club members have accu- 
mulated a fascinating personal history 
from former crew members who wrote to 
newspapers as a result of the Mindanao 
story. Don Serbousek, president of the 
Ormond Anchor Chasers, reports that 
divers began corresponding with the Min- 
danao crew members and as the idea 
caught on, more and more names were 
added and letters were soon flying back 
and forth all over the world. The crew 
members were sent tapes and asked to 
record their adventures and experiences 
and to send back photos for inclusion in 
a 0ook. The divers say that Navy men are 
a terrific source of information. The dive 
club received a microfilm copy of the

Mindanao's daily log book as well as 
some great stories and photographs. The 
pictures were copied and the originals re- 
turned, but reproductions can be made 
from the negatives. The local library and 
civic officials are interested in utilizing the 
Anchor Chaser’s record of the Mindanao 
story and one of the fondest hopes of the 
dive club is that some day a reunion can 
be arranged with the Minnie’s former 
crew members. 

Another major difference between the 
Mindanao and other wrecks is that the 
Minnie is relatively intact. This is unusual 
because even ships sunk as artificial 
reefs are usually so thoroughly stripped 
and gutted that about all that remains is 
an outer shell. 

Florida's artificial reef program was 
successful in obtaining five Liberty ships 
for use as artificial reefs. But, all of these 
were sunk in the Gulf of Mexico in the vi- 
cinity of St. Petersburg, and all of them 
were stripped and gutted so they resem- 
ble huge, open underwater stadiums. 
These ships are a boon to rod and reel 
fishermen, but divers looking for a ship- 
wreck to explore find these no more at- 
tractive than a good, fish-producing natu- 
ral reef. 

This is not true for the Mindanao, which 
was Florida's sixth Liberty ship. It was ob-

Daytona Beach on condition that it be 
placed in the Atlantic off Volusia County 
and with the stipulation that the ship 
would be part of a marine science study 
program built around the county’s 
planned artificial reef system. As a result, 
the Minnie not only serves as home for an 
amazing concentration of marine life, it is 
also a marvelous shipwreck for scuba 
divers to explore. 

The site selected for the Mindanao was 
an unproductive sandy bottom 10.6 miles 
north of the Ponce de Leon Inlet and 
about eight miles directly offshore. The 
ship was towed into position and sent to 
the bottom by Navy demolition experts. 
She went down in three minutes and hit 
the bottom with pinpoint accuracy at ex- 
actly the right location. The ship also hit 
stern-first, so the hulk would remain up- 
right in the furrow plowed by the stern 
and not tilt to one side. This was essen- 
tial. Had it tilted on its side in 85 feet of 
water, its width would have made it an 
obstruction to surface craft. 

The hulk is 441 feet long and 81 feet 
wide. It sits upright on the bottom so div- 
ers have no trouble remaining oriented to 
the ship’s position while exploring the in- 
terior. The superstructure and top two 
decks were removed to cut the height to 
35 feet in order to provide the required 50 
foot navigational clearance.

Three decks remain as do the bridge, 
engine room, power plant, boiler, steam 
generator and a 7/0 foot long drive shaft 
that is 14 inches in diameter. The com- 
partment housing the drive shaft is large 
enough to swim through, so a diver can 
enter this from the engine room and swim 
all the way to the stern. Most bulkheads 
are still in place and a maze of compart- 
ments exist in all three decks. Large, jag- 
ged holes have been blasted between 
the compartments and from each com- 
partment to the outside of the hull. These 
holes were designed to give fish and oth- 
er marine life free access to all parts of 


the ship’s interior, but the same holes are

artificial reef sites. This no doubt explains 
why five Liberty ships were obtained for 
this area. 

As a result, a formal artificial reef diver 
training program was established, federal 
funding was received and scuba divers 
from all over the state, including universi- 
ty professors and government agency 
personnel, signed up for a six week 
course. Graduates of the program re- 
ceived a certificate as an Artificial Reef 
Research Diver and were certified as in- 
structors capable of teaching others how 
to make a site survey for an artificial reef. 
The program is now considered a model 
for other states to follow. 

Although the Mindanao was cut to a 
height of 35 feet, it is still an awesome 
hulk. It projects above the sandy floor of 
the Atlantic like a great, battered wall that 
extends along the bottom of the ocean as 
far as the eye can see. The Minnie will 
never provide divers with a spectacular 
view of a hull teeming with tens of thou- 
sands of fish of all different sizes and 
shapes, as do the open hulks of other 
ships sunk as artificial reefs. The water 
off Daytona is not clear encugh for that, 
even if the Minnie’s interior were fully ex- 
posed.

The combination of a maze of compart- 
ments and water with limited visibility 
makes the wreck interior a blackwater 
dive which the Anchor Chasers say is 
very similar to a cave dive, and it requires 
the same safety precautions such as 
good lights and a safety line. Another ha- 
zard rarely found in freshwater caves are 
the intense currents that sometimes 
sweep the Atlantic in this area. 

Extremely large fish, including jewfish, 
inhabit this section of the coast and the 
Anchor Chasers expect the Minnie to pro- 
duce some record breaking catches. The 
hulk is located outside the three mile limit, 
in federal waters, so spearfishing is legal. 

But for most divers the greatest thrill of 
diving on the Mindanao is that of explor- 
ing the interior maze of a relatively intact 
shipwreck and knowing that your are div- 
ing into a piece of America history. >t.

iving for lobsters—what better reason 

for braving the cold Massachusetts 
waters, putting up with the low visibility of 
southern New England or enduring the 
bone chilling thermoclines of New Jer- 
sey's coastal wrecks. With the quest for 
these delicious crustaceans, however, 
comes the responsibility for conserving 
this rapidly disappearing resource. 

Catching lobsters is best done at night 
when the critters have left their dens in 
search of food. Shining a narrow beam 
light just in front of the inquisitive crea- 
tures will often prompt them to move to- 
ward the light. The diver can then grab 
them from behind with a free hand, mini- 
mizing the chance of damaging them. A 
light shined directly into the crustaceans’ 
eyes will, however, send them scurrying 
for safety. If the lobsters are still in their 
dens, a gloved hand can be thrust into 
the hole, grabbing a claw, pinning it 
down, then slowly and gently working up 
past the two claws. When a firm grip is 
obtained around the body, the critters 
can be pulled out of their hiding place. At 
times, it is helpful to dig out an area under 
the lobsters in order to free them. At- 
tempting to pull the animals out by a 
claw(s), the diver more often than not will 
end up with just the limbs. Lobsters have 
the ability to voluntarily shed claws. 
Lobsters should be handled with care for 
a very obvious reason—large crusher 
claws can break fingers. Nevertheless, 
lobsters must be taken by hand since it 
is illegal to take them by spear, gaff, etc., 
throughout their range. 

States allowing scuba diving for 
lobsters require that they be measured 
while still underwater or immediately after 
emerging from the water. Keepers ordi- 
narily must be a minimum of 3 3/16 
inches, measured from the rear of the 
eye socket along a line parallel to the 
center line of the body shell (carapace) to 
its end. Females found carrying eggs 
must be released. Eggs may not be 
scrubbed or otherwise removed. Game 
wardens carry a dye which reveals evi- 
dence of eggs forcibly removed. Loss of 
permit, heavy fines and a jail sentence 
can be imposed for the scrubbing or tak- 
ing of undersized lobsters.

weight and 20 percent in length. It takes 
seven years for the crustaceans to reach 
a weight of one pound and a carapace 
length of 3 3/16 inches. According to 
John Hughes, director of the Massachu- 
setts State Lobster Hatchery, about 90 
percent of lobsters caught inshore have 
just reached minimum legal size. Less 
than 10 percent of them have reached 
sexual maturity. In other words, 90 per- 
cent of the lobsters caught have never 
mated! Not only is this frustrating to the 
little critters, its implications are also seri- 
ous for their propagation. Thus, Hughes 
and many other marine biologists favor 
increasing the minimum legal size from 3 
3/16 inches to 3% inches. States have 
thus far not been able to pass such a law. 
Legislators feel that because of difficul- 
ties which would arise in the importation 
of the crustaceans from neighboring 
States, a change would have to be made 
simultaneously throughout all of the 
lobstering states. Fishermen are general- 
ly opposed to the larger legal size since 
it would, for a time, diminish their catch. 

In 1889, 175,000 traps caught 40 mil- 
lion pounds of lobster, a catch of over 
225 pounds per trap. Since then, there 
has been a dramatic decline in the fisher- 
ies to less than 14 pounds per trap. In 
Canada, the minimum legal size is set by 
the Federal Government. It varies by re- 
gion from 2% inches to 3 3/16 inches. In 
good Canadian lobster areas, there can 
be as many as 10,000 traps per square 
mile! Lobsters cannot be taken by divers 
in Canada, Maine and New Hampshire. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island restrict 
their permits to residents only, though the 
Bay State has a very liberal residency re- 
quirement. New York and Connecticut is- 
sue permits to residents and non-resi- 
dents. Permits are not required for New 
Jersey, Delaware and Maryland. In these 
states, the inshore sandy bottom affords 
lobsters little protection, thus wrecks are 
their main refuge. Occasionally, it is re- 
ported that breakwaters such as the one 
found off Lewes, Delaware yield some 
lobsters. Commonly found around such 
areas in the northern part of its range, the 
American lobster is rarely caught close to 
shore south of New Jersey. 

In 1980, Massachusetts scuba divers 
represented 24 percent of the fishermen 
reporting a lobster catch. They landed, 
however, only one percent of the total 
harvest. Commercial lobstermen, com- 
prising 21 percent of fishermen reporting, 
landed 96 percent of the total catch. Fig- 
ures are similar for Connecticut and 
Rhode Island. Though divers obviously 
do not significantly contribute to the de- 
pletion of the lobster stock, they never- 
theless have a great stake in their surviv- 
al. Careful harvesting and support for an 
increase in the minimum legal size will 
contribute to that end. »#%

_ diately obvious set of directions firmly af- 
fixed to the inside of the case. The in- 
structions are to the point and quite easy 
to follow. No matter how well trained you 
are, in an emergency a set of instructions 
and some guidance are appreciated. 
Each of the O2 cylinders contains 103 
liters of U.S.P. oxygen. In lay terms, 103 
liters translates into a minimum of 15 min- 
utes of oxygen. To utilize the O2 all you 
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need to do is thread in the O-ring sealed 
regulator by turning it clockwise as indi- 
cated by the directions. The regulator has 
an easy to read contents gauge which 
denotes, on a continuous scale, how full 
the cylinder is. In an actual emergency, 
the instructions state that before activat- 
ing the oxygen flow, the administrator 
should place the mask over the victim's 
mouth and nose and connect the five foot 
long (3/16 inch inside diameter) tube be- 
tween the mask and regulator. A series of 
notches on the regulator hold the tubing 
in place while an easy to adjust elastic re- 
taining strap holds the oronasal mask in 
place. The lightweight mask is anatomi- 
cally crafted to fit any facial contour. A ro- 
tation connector feature allows the victim 
the convenience of being in almost any 
position and to move without interfering 
with the oxygen flow. 

To start the flow all you need to do is 
depress a button on the side of the regu- 
lator marked Control Button. To ensure a 
continuous flow, the button can be rotat- 
ed one-quarter turn and locked in place. 
The control regulator is adjusted to deliv- 
er a continuous flow of six liters of oxy- 
gen per minute. Discussions with EMT's 
assured me that the six liter flow rate is 
more than sufficient: Even during times of 
heavy physical activity a full grown adult 
male needs only 3.22 liters per minute. 

Setting up the Twin-Pac is quick and 
easy. With only a few minutes of familiar- 
ization | found that | could set the unit up 
in operating order in less than one min- 
ute. Changing the regulator from one cyl-

inder to the next can be accomplished in 
even less time. All of the parts are very 
easy to get to and to handle. From the 
time you grab the case through the time 
you administer the second cylinder there 
is no task that requires excessive dexteri- 
ty or strength. In a real emergency, the 
ease with which rescue equipment can 
be used cannot be overemphasized. 

A couple notes of caution will help you 
take care of a Twin-Pac and ensure that 
it will. be in working order if the need 
arises. Remember that O2 is highly com- 
bustible and the cylinder should never be 
subjected to heat over 130° F. The con- 
tents are compressed gas so when in use 
or when being stored never put the cylin- 
ders is a position where they can fall. Pe- 
riodically checking the pressure of the 
cylinders is a wise precaution. The cylin- 
ders cannot be refilled, so once used 
they should be replaced with Life-O-Gen 
replacement oxygen supply cylinders, 
catalogue #510. 

To sum it up, | found the Twin-Pac to be 
a well designed, easy to use product. The 
Twin-Pac is the type of item you hope you 
will never have to use, but if you do, there 
is no question it just might be worth more 
than its proverbial ‘‘weight in gold.”’

Close-up and Extension Tubes

he purpose of this article is to help 

you choose the lenses you need for 
U/W photography. We talked about 
wide-angle, normal and telephoto lenses 
last month, and will conclude this series 
with wide-angle adapters, more about 
close-focusing lenses, close-up lenses 
and extension tubes. 


WIDE-ANGLE ADAPTERS 

A wide-angle adapter is a supplemen- 
tary lens you place over the front of your 
camera lens to widen its angle of view. A 
wide-angle adapter has no moving parts: 
you use the aperture and focus controls 
of the camera lens. And, since an adapt- 
er has little effect on the amount of light 
passing through thé lens, there is no no- 
ticeable effect on maximum or minimum 
aperture. But because an adapter chang- 
es the focused distance of the regular 
lens, special scales and/or instructions 
are provided. 

At this writing, Aquacraft distributes 
three Novatek wide-angle adapters and 
Oceanic U.S.A. distributes the Subawider 
ll wide-angle adapter, all of which fit over 
the Nikonos 35 mm lens. 

The Novatek 28 increases the angle of 
view of the 35 mm lens to approximately 
the 59 degree diagonal angle of the 28 
mm. While a 28 mm lens is optically bet- 
ter than a 35 mm with an adapter, the No- 
vatek 28 adds versatility and allows you 
to focus in as close as 16 inches. 

The Novatek 20 increases the angle of 
view of the 35 mm lens to approximately 
90 degrees, the picture angle of a20 mm 
lens, and focuses down to three feet. The 
Novatek Fisheye lens is a specialty lens 
for extreme wide-angle photography. It 
widens the angle of view of the 35 mm 
lens to 150 and the 28 mm lens to 160 
degrees. The fisheye format is a circular 
picture area, with the top and bottom of 
this area being slightly cropped within the 
35 mm slide or negative area. With the 28 
mm lens, the circular picture area will be 
smaller and will be completely contained 
within the borders of the 35 mm negative. 
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Cathy takes a shot with a Nikonos camera and Close-up Kit. The Close-up Lens fits over 
the normal lens (35, 28, or 80 mm) and reduces the focused distance to 9% inches. 


Decals with focusing instructions and 
depth of field tables are attached to the 
sides of all Novatek lenses. There are no 
Novatek 28 or 20 accessory viewfinders 
at this writing, but other companies’ view- 
finders can be used with them. We know 
of no viewfinder that matches the Nova- 
tek Fisheye lenses—we just point ‘the 


camera at the photo subject and shoot. 
The Subawider || fits over the Nikonos 
35 mm lens and widens the angle of view 
to about 90 degrees. Minimum focus is 
0.25 meters (about 10 inches) so you can 
take wide-angle close-ups and the dome 
port is protected by a lens shade. An opti- 
cal viewfinder and decals for the aperture 











and focus scales are included with each 
Subawider purchased. 

The two major advantages of wide-an- 
gle adapters, when compared to regular 
wide-angle lenses, are: (1) You can in- 
stall or remove them underwater, and (2) 
the adapters cost less than wide-angle 
lenses. The disfdvantages, in Our opin- 
ion, are: (1) The optics of an adapter 
aren't as good, (2) the adapters are more 
cumbersome to use, and (3) they can slip 
out of alignment if you aren't careful. To 
sum up, the wide-angle adapters are 
good, low-cost lenses for amateur U/W 
photographers. We have a dozen wide- 
angle adapters for introducing our stu- 
dents to wide-angle U/W photography. 
But for professional work, the Nikon 15 
mm lens for the Nikonos is best. 


CLOSE-FOCUSING LENSES 

Normal and telephoto close-focusing 
lenses (often called macro or micro 
lenses) are available for some 35 mm 
SLR and larger format cameras. You can 
focus these from infinity to as close as a 
few inches for image/subject ratios down 
to 1:2. (Note: The first number refers to 
the size of the image on film; the second 
number refers to the subject's life size. 
Thus, a ratio of 1:2—pronounced, ‘‘one to 
two’’—means that a one-inch image on 
film was produced by a two-inch sub- 
ject.) Close-focusing lenses are frequent- 
ly used for close-up U/W photography. 

For 35 mm SLR cameras, the normal 
(50 or 55 mm) close-focusing lenses are 
the most popular for image/subject ratios 
from about 1:3 to 1:10 or even larger. 
And, for skitterish subjects that are diffi- 
cult to approach, telephoto lenses (with 
focal lengths of about 100 or 105 mm) 
allow you to double the camera-to-sub- 
ject distance without increasing picture 
area. Focusing with such a telephoto lens 
requires both skill and patience because 
depth of field is almost non-existent at 
small picture areas and the wide aper- 
tures used for viewfinding and focusing. 
lf your subject moves only a fraction of an 
inch as you focus on its eyeball, you will 
lose sharp focus in your viewfinder. 

Close-focusing lenses have an impor- 
tant effect on minimum aperture: When 
focused for close distances, the lens ele- 
ments are extended out further from the 
film plane. This changes the mathemati- 
cal relationships that determine the f 
stops. The f stops marked on the aper- 
ture scale (called relative f stops) are ac- 
curate when the lens is focused for infin- 
ity. But when the lens is focused for ex- 
tremely close distances, and the lens ele- 
ments are extended further away from 
the film, the f stops now have higher num- 
bered values (called effective f stops). As 
examples, if you focused the lens down 
to a 1:3 image/subject ratio, the effective 
f stop would actually be f29 even though 
the aperture scale shows f22. At 1:2, the 
effective f stop is f33; and at 1:1, the ef-

fective f stop is f44. This is why you must 
hold the strobe so close for macro pho- 
tography—you are working with higher 
numbered stops than those shown.on the 
aperture scale. (Note: For more detailed 
information about effective f stops, look 
up bellows factor in a standard photo- 
graphy textbook.) 


NIKONOS 80 MM LENS 
Depth of field is limited with the 80 mm 
lens because of the small picture area. At 
a focused distance of four apparent feet, 
for example, and with an aperture of f11, 





depth of field is less than six inches. 
Imagine how difficult it would be to esti- 
mate focused distance by eye—especial- 
ly with a moving subject. lf, however, you 
had the camera on a tripod and had mea- .- 
sured the distance to some creature's 
lair, you might get a shot of an unap- 
prochable critter such as a jawfish. The 
best use for the Nikonos 80 mm lens, in 
our opinion, appears to be for topside 
shots or U/W close-ups with the Nikon 
Close-up Kit. 


SUNLIGHT AND TELEPHOTO 

lf sunlight is the major light source for 
exposures with telephoto lenses, camera 
and subject movement can cause blurred 
pictures. As a rule of thumb, the minimum 
topside shutter speed for a hand-held 
camera is about the same as the focal 
length of the lens. For example, a mini- 
mum shutter speed of 1/100 second is 
recommended with a 100 mm lens. And, 
because many 35 mm cameras will only 
synchronize with strobes at shutter speed 
settings less than 1/100 second, blur, 
owing to camera or subject movement, 
can be a problem. 

lf, however, a powerful strobe is pro- 
viding enough light for an exposure at a 
small aperture, the blurring effect of a 
slow shutter speed is reduced. Likewise, 
if you have a camera such as the Nikon 
FM-2, which synchronizes with strobe at 
1/200 second, the faster«shutter speed 
will stop the action better. A faster shutter 
speed will also tend to darken midwater 
backgrounds, which may or may not be 
the effect desired. 


SUPPLEMENTARY CLOSE-UP 

| LENSES 

Supplementary close-up lenses are 
placed over the regular camera lens to 
reduce the focused distance. As with 
wide-angle adapters, the aperture and fo- 
cus controls of the regular camera lens 
are used, and there is virtually no change 
in maximum or minimum aperture. (Be- 
cause the regular camera lens doesn't 
extend outward you don’t get into effec- 
tive f stop calculations.) 

For housed cameras behind flat lens 
ports, you screw the close-up lens into 
the accessory threads at the front of the 
lens mount the same way you would 
screw in a filter. Now, you can use your 
normal or telephoto lens for close-ups. 
The disadvantage of this method is that 
once the close-up lens is in place, you 
must surface and open the housing to re- 
move or change the close-up lens. 

lf you have a dome housing port, the 
close-up lens is required for focusing at 
normal U/W distances because of the 
optical effect of the dome. Thus, you lose 
close-up capability with normal lenses 
such as a standard 50 mm for a 35 mm 
camera. Also, the focusing scale is com- 
pressed—the distance markings on the 
scale no longer directly relate to mea- 
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sured or apparent U/W distances. 

Supplementary close-up lenses are al- 
so available for some amphibious 110 
cameras, such as those from Hanimex 
and Sea & Sea. And, some Ikelite hous- 
ings for 110 cameras have a close-up 
lens that slides in place over the port in 
front of the camera lens. 


NIKONOS CLOSE-UP LENSES 

Supplementary close-up lenses for the 
Nikonos are available from Aquacraft, 
Hydro Photo and Nikon. All of these 
lenses, and all the discontinued lenses 
not covered in this article, can be at- 
tached or removed underwater. 

Aquacraft has three Novatek close-up 
lenses for the Nikonos 35 mm lens. The 
Plus/2 covers a picture area of 8 x 12 
inches, the Plus/3 covers 5 x 7 inches 
and the Plus/5 covers 4.5 x 6.5 inches. 
The Plus/2 and Plus/3 can be aimed by 
eye or with an accessory wand, and the 
Plus/5 has a built-on focal frame that en- 
closes half the picture area. A special 
model of the Plus/5 lens (catalog #S-83) 
is available for the Nikonos 28 mm lens. 
All of the Novatek close-up lenses press 
fit over the Nikonos lens and have a nylon 
setscrew for adjustment. 

Hydro Photo has a set of three close- 
up lenses which screw directly into the 
accessory threads of a Nikonos 35 mm 
lens. Lens T1 produces a close-up pic- 
ture area slightly larger than 2 x 3 inches, 
T2 produces a 4 x 6 inch picture area and 
T3 produces an 8 x 12 inch picture area. 
These lenses are aimed with simple 
wands. Hydro Photo also has a close-up 
lens for the Nikonos 28 mm lens that cov- 
ers a picture area of 8 x 12 inches, 12 
inches in front of the lens. 

Nikon’s Nikonos Close-up Lens fits 
over a Nikonos 35, 28 or 80 mm lens and 
reduces the measured U/W focused dis- 
tance to 9% inches from the front of the 
lens. A support rod can be used to hold 
a field framer that outlines the picture 
area with a 10 mm (slightly less than a 
half inch) space between the edge of the 
picture area and the framer. When used 
with the 28 mm lens, the U/W image/ 
subject ratio is 1:6. With the 35 mm lens, 
the ratio is 1:4.5; and with the 80 mm 
lens, 1:2.5. In air, you can use the 35 mm 
lens with the 28 mm framer, and the 80 
mm lens with the 35 mm framer, for ratios 
of 1:4.5 and 1:3, respectively. Because 
the magnifying surfaces are internal (be- 
tween the two glass elements), and the 
lenses are focused for infinity rather than 
minimum distance, the same camera-to- 
Subject distance is used in air and U/W. 

For subjects that are difficult to frame, 
the field framers can be removed from 
the support rod. And, to go a step further, 
you can remove the support rod from the 
lens if it bumps into rock or coral. After 
you have developed a feeling for the pic- 
ture area covered, you can leave the field 
framers off altogether. | 
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Nikon's Close-up Outfit has the best 
corner-to-corner sharpness with less col- 
or aberration than the other lenses. How- 
ever, when projecting your slides you 
may not see much difference. This is be- 
cause the projector may not produce im- 
ages sharp enough to show the differ- 
ences. But if you are having large, cus- 
tom color prints made, the higher quality 
of the Nikon optics will be apparent. 


EXTENSION TUBES 

An extension tube is a cylinder placed 
between the camera body and the lens. 
Its purpose is to extend the lens and thus 
reduce the focused distance. Extension 
tubes, also called extension rings, are 
sometimes used with 35 mm SLR cam- 
eras and close-focusing lenses to reduce 
image/subject ratios down to 1:1. Once 
an extension tube has been attached to 
a Nikonos or housed camera, you are 
locked in on that decision as long as you 
remain underwater. 

Extension tubes are commonly used 
with Nikonos cameras, with the three 
most common sizes being 1:3, 1:2 and 
1:1. Some 1:1 and 1:2 tubes can be 
stacked to produce 2:1 image/subject 
ratios—with images that are twice life 
size. Extension tubes are sold with fram- 
ers for use with a Nikonos 35 mm or 28 
mm lens. Please note: The only differ- 
ence between extension tubes for 35 mm 
or 28 mm lenses are the dimensions of 
the focal frames! If you have both lenses, 
you may be able to save money by buy- 
ing additional framers without tubes. 

Some extension tube framers are poor-

ly designed. We've seen framers that 
were not adjusted correctly for focused 
distance and framers that indicated the 
picture area incorrectly. And, in a few ex- 
treme cases, the wrong framers were 
sold with the tubes. Before buying an ex- 
tension tube, sight through the framer to- 
ward the center of the lens. Although the 
support rods may have a variety of 
bends, the framer (the part that partially 
surrounds the picture area) should be 
square to the center of the lens. If the 
alignment doesn’t look right, don’t buy it. 

The same effective f numbers that af- 





fect close-focusing lenses also apply to 
extension tubes. With the Nikonos lens 
set for the relative aperture of f22, the ef- 
fective apertures are really f29 with a 1:3 
tube, f33 with a 1:2 tube and f44 with a 
1:1 tube. Depth of field is severely re- 
duced because of the tiny picture area. 
With the Nikonos lens’set for f22, depth 
of field is about % inch with a 1:3 tube, 3/ 
8 inch with a 1:2 tube and 3/16 inch with 
a 1:1 tube. With this small amount of 
depth of field, you can see why the focal 
frame must be adjusted accurately for the 
correct focused distance. 

Generally, the larger the picture area, 
the easier the extension tube is for be- 
ginners to use. The 1:3 tube has greater 
depth of field, and the beginner has larg- 
er subjects to frame. But the 1:1 tube, 
with its tiny picture area and severely lim- 
ited depth of field, requires greater skill in 
subject selection and aiming with the 
framer. We usually recommend begin- 
ning with a 1:2 tube and adding addition- 
al tubes later. 


C/U LENS OR EXTENSION 

TUBE? | 
‘Which is best with my Nikonos, a 
close-up lens or an extension tube?”’ is a 
frequently asked question. The answer is 
often easily determined because it de- 
pends on subject size. Generally, exten- 
sion tubes are used for small picture 
areas with image/subject ratios of about 
1:1 to 1:3, and close-up lenses are used 
for larger picture areas with image/sub- 
ject ratios of about 1:4 and larger. Thus, 
if you begin with an intended subject and

then choose a lens system to match that 
subject, the choice of close-up lens or 
extension tube will be dictated by the 
subject's size. But if you have no particu- 
lar subject in mind, and want the greatest 
flexibility, the close-up lens would be a 
better choice. 

There is an approximate overlap, how- 
ever between the 2.25 x 3.23 inch picture 
area of the Hydro Photo T1 Close-up 
Lens and a 1:2 extension tube. And, this, 
in Our opinion, is the only situation where 
the close-up lens vs. extension tube 
question really arises. The advantages of

the close-up lens are that (1) it can be at- 
tached or detached underwater, (2) it re- 
quires less light for an exposure because 
it doesn't involve effective f numbers, and 
(3) a single wand may allow you to photo- 
graph in small crevices not accessible to 
a framer. The advantages of the exten- 
sion tube are that (1) the higher num- 
bered effective f stops produce greater 
depth of field, (2) it is usually easier to 
aim the camera with a focal frame, and 
(3) because there are no additional optics 
in front of the regular camera lens, exten- 
sion tubes can produce sharper images.

In most cases, we would choose the ex- 
tension tube over a close-up lens for 
such a small picture area.

peer. as you might recall, is an acro- 
nym for Positive Air Controlled Equal- 
izing Regulator. It was coined by Dacor a 
few years ago when the company intro- 
duced a line of regulators with some in- 
novative features. Not long after the pop- 
ularity of this equipment was established, 
the Pacer XL appeared—the improved 
version of the original Pacer regulator se- 
ries—Dacor called it ‘an improvement on 
a better idea.”’ 

And well it might be. The Pacer XL re- 
gulators represent Dacor’s latest effort in 
the long and continuing process of devel- 
oping and upgrading its life support sys- 
tems for scuba diving. This involvement 
with regulator design and construction 
began back in the mid-1950’s, and was 
traced briefly in an article highlighting the 
Pacer 950XL (SDM, September 1982). 
This month I'd like to direct your attention 
to the Pacer 650XL. 

Some people might relegate the 650XL 
to second place, behind the top-of-the- 
line 950XL, perhaps, because of its lower 
model number, or its less expensive 
price (by $20). If so, the 650XL must be 
a very close second. Essentially the only 
difference in the two models is the first 
stage: The 950XL is based on a balanced 
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diaphragm design, the 650XL makes use 
of a balanced flow-through piston. 

In examining the Pacer 650XL more 
closely, it is obvious that the first stage is 
quite heavy. The body is machined from 
forged naval brass (referring to the metal 
alloy, not to the military), with consecutive 
platings of copper, nickel and then 
chrome, for greater corrosion resistance. 
The yoke is similarly constructed, and 
has a working pressure rating of 3000 
psi. Optionally available is a DIN connec- 
tion, with the same pressure rating, which 
can be substituted for the yoke when at- 
tachment to a European type tank valve 
is desired. Stainless steel is used in the 
flow-through piston and main spring, and 
Teflon in the high pressure valve seat. 

In addition, the first stage offers a num- 
ber of nice features: (1) The yoke swivels, 
in order to position the body and hoses 
more conveniently; (2) Two high pressure 
ports, marked HP, are on opposite sides 
of the body, near the base of the yoke; 
(3) Four (unmarked) low pressure ports 
are in a swivel cap at the end of the body, 
allowing for more direct orientation of the 
hoses; and (4) A high air capacity, sup- 
plying intermediate pressure air of 140 
psi at up to 1800 liters (approximately 64 


cubic feet) per minute, when the tank 
pressure is about 3000 psi. 

The second stage is identical to that 
used on the Pacer 950XL. It is based on 
a downstream demand valve and is 
housed in a two piece, stamped brass 
case secured with a brass clamping ring, 
all of which is triple chrome plated. The 
demand valve body is also of plated 
brass, has a neoprene rubber low pres- 
sure seat, and is controlled by a stainless 
steel demand lever. The diaphragm con- 
sists of very thin neoprene rubber—hav- 
ing essentially no body (and, therefore lit- 
tle resistance) of its own, this diaphragm 
is quite responsive to slight pressure 
changes. Neoprene rubber is also used 
in the exhaust tee as well as the mouth- 
piece, although optional mouthpieces are 
available in soft gum or silicone rubber. 
Spring-loaded and flush-mounted, the 
large, plastic purge button is easily ac- 
cessible to any fat fingers, even when 
bundled up in heavy mittens or gloves. 

As a result of its Pacer heritage, this 
second stage has a number of interesting 
features. The mouthpiece tube contains a 
partition, dividing the opening into two 
channels, both of which can conduct air 
to the diver. However, when the second 





stage is not in use and hanging at the end 
of the hose, the lower of the two channels 
admits water, into the interior which dis- 
places the air there and stops any free- 
flow. This is what Dacor calls its anti-free- 
flow device. The Venturamatic Booster 
Clip is a long name given by Dacor to an 
adjustable metal clip that partially sur- 


shape; increasing the size of the exhaust 
tee openings, and providing the tee with 
an upswept angle; and changing the 
mouthpiece angle for a more comfortable 
fit. The demand valve was also rede- 
signed to allow for an external adjust- 
ment. Now tuning can be accomplished 
without the need to disassemble the sec-

rounds the demand valve and serves to 
deflect the incoming air in an effort to 
boost the venturi effect within the second 
stage. This clip can be adjusted (without 
disassembling the unit) to increase or de- 
crease its response. Venturamatic Flow 
Vane is another lengthy name applied to 
a simple, but innovative device. This vane 
looks like a tab or flag and is an integral 
part of the stainless steel demand lever. 
Normally, as the flow of air increases, the 
growing venturi effect sucks in on the dia- 
phragm, pushing the demand lever 
enough to open. the demand valve fur- 
ther, for more air flow, greater venturi, 
and so on. If it is not controlled, a runa- 
way situation would occur. Enter the Ven- 
turamatic Flow Vane. At higher flow rates 
this flap intercepts more and more. of the 
air flow, deflecting some of it back into 
the second stage—thus, controlling the 
venturi and preventing a runaway. 

With the advent of the XL series, the 
Pacer second stages acquired additional 
improvements, leading to a reduction in 
the exhalation effort, increased comfort 
and simplified maintenance. The exhaust 
system was modified, including: en- 
largement of the dual exhaust ports by 
40 percent; changing the exhaust valves 
to silicone rubber and giving them a new, 
stronger, more responsive convoluted 


ond stage of the regulator. 

For the Pacer regulators Dacor offers 
several optional accessories: an octopus 
second stage with a bright yellow hose 
protector for easy recognition; a long 39 
inch hose (13 inches longer than the 
standard hose); and a yellow/black tank 
decal (identifying the octopus diver). 
There is also a mouthpiece plug for se- 
curing the octopus second stage when 
not in use; two different low pressure, 
swivel type, multiple hose adapters to 
permit the attachment of up to three hos- 
es to a single LP port on the first stage; 
mouthpieces in three different materials 
(already mentioned); and a Polar Kit, for 
environmental protection of the second 
stage of the Pacer 650XL—other kits are 
available for the 950XL and 350XL. 

Normal, routine maintenance is all that 
is recommended for the 650XL—nothing 
special required. Annual service at an au- 
thorized Dacor service center is sug- 
gested—in fact, required—if you want to 
keep the 10 year limited warranty in ef- 
fect. Typical service charges may range 
from about $12 to $25 for labor, with the 
average being around $18. Parts may 
cost an additional $17 to $18. This in- 
cludes replacing the parts most likely to 
show wear and/or. normal deterioration 
with use and age: the low pressure dia- 


phragm; the high and low pressure valve 
seats; the exhaust valves; and the sin- 
tered filter; but not the O-rings, which are 
about 70 cents each. If you tend to chew 
on your mouthpiece, a replacement 
would cost you another $5 to $7, de- 
pending on whether your tastes go for 
neoprene or silicone rubber. 

| do not want to give you the impres- 
sion that Dacor’s service and parts costs 
are out of line. On the contrary, | believe 
these charges are nominal, and | want to 
thank Dacor for their honesty. | have in- 
cluded this information, however, and 
hope to continue doing the same in the 
future, because one reader suggested 
that service charges can be a significant 
fraction of the overall cost of keeping any 
regulator in operation. 

Because of the rather conventional de- 
sign (innovative, but not exotic), use of 
non-corrosive materials, quality construc- 
tion, 100 percent inspection (of the indi- 
vidual parts at least once, and of the 
completed units at least twice: at the time 
of assembly and, again, just prior to 
packaging), the new owner of a Pacer XL 
regulator can be assured of satisfactory 
performance for many years, with only 
minimal care and reasonable repair/ 
service costs. 

The evaluation of this 650XL regulator 
closely followed the exercise done with 
the 950XL last year. If there were any no- 
ticeable differences, they could, | believe, 
be attributed to a little finer tuning of this 
650XL. Inhalation and exhalation resis- 
tances seemed to be quite low, through- 
out the range of breathing cycles from 
very faint to exaggerated. Different orien- 
tations (looking up and down, on my 
head, etc.) resulted in only slight changes 
in the breathing effort, and the differ- 
ences noticed could be explained by the 
Laws ot Nature that govern a single hose 
regulator. In none of the various positions 
did | detect any water leakage—indeed, it 
seems to be a dry regulator. When | 
looked horizontally, very few exhaust 
bubbles rose within the field of view, and 
these disappeared when | looked down 
only a few degrees. Freeflowing was ob- 
served when the second stage was full of 
air and held in the water with its mouth- 
piece directed vertically upward, but 
would stop when pointed horizontally, or 
downward. No freeflowing occurred in 
any position when the second stage was 
flooded with water. Generally, the Pacer 
650XL performed very well, and exhi- 
bited only one idiosyncrasy: When | rolled 
my head to the right or left (with an end 
of the exhaust tee pointed up), or when 
standing on my head, the unit bubbled 
(freeflowed) ever so slightly. 

With a retail price of $225, easy main- 
tenance, and good performance, | would 
recommend the Dacor Pacer 650XL for 
just about any dive application. >

THE INFLATABLE KEEL OFFERS AMAZING PERFORMANCE 
TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY BY ERIC HANAUER 


Y Slade Mark Ill Futura represents a 
radical departure in hull design for in- 
flatable boats. It offers the smooth, stable 
ride characteristics and handling of a rig- 
id hull, with the lighter weight, impact re- 
sistance and portability of an inflatable. 
Up to now, owners had to accept a harsh 
ride and skidding on turns as the price of 
the advantages of an inflatable boat with 
an inflatable keel. The Zodiac Futura has 
changed all that. 

As inflatables became accepted by 
boat enthusiasts all over the world, peo- 
ple began to demand more comfort and 
better handling. One solution was to mate 
inflatable tubes to a fiberglass hull. How- 
ever, a hybrid sacrifices some portability 
and interior space. It poses other dilem- 
mas for a company which exports most 
of its products. Shipping costs for a rigid 
boat are considerably higher than for one 
which can be folded. The hulls could be 
produced overseas and attached to the 
tubes there, but quality control would be 
compromised. Therefore, Zodiac engi- 
neers set out to see if a hybrid’s handling 
characteristics could be achieved in an 
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inflatable boat with an inflatable keel. 

Research and development took over 
eight years. The final result is the Mark III 
Futura. Its new hull concept, a Zodiac 
patent, brings a new dimension to inflat- 
able boat performance. Two small shock 
absorbing tubes are in the angle between 
the hull bottom and the main buoyancy 
chambers, running the entire length of the 
boat. They are linked to the main tubes by 
narrow fabric strips, which form the lifting 
planes. This allows the hull bottom to 
meet the buoyancy tubes higher up and 
further in from the sides of the boat, re- 
sulting in a deeper V configuration. In ef- 
fect, the Futura has three keels, or lifting 
surfaces. The buoyancy tubes also rein- 
force the main tubes, giving them greater 
longitudinal rigidity. 

Air flowing under the boat between the 
tubes provides a suction effect, making 
the Futura handle like a cathedral or tun- 
nel hull. Our test ride was impressive, to 
say the least. The 50 horsepower engine 
brought it up on an instant plane, not bow 
first like most boats, but level, as a unit. 
The seas were smooth, but | did my best 


Two small, shock absorbing tubes are in 
the angle between the hull bottom and the 
main buoyancy chambers of the Zodiac 
Mark Ill Futura. This, in effect, gives the 
Futura three keels, or lifting surfaces, 
making it handle like a tunnel hulled boat— 
stable, and no sideslip during sharp turns. 





to make it bounce. | crossed our compan- 
ion boat's wake at top speed, almost di- 
rectly behind the other boat. The Futura 
seemed to cut right through the wake, 
just like a rigid boat of large size. But the 
most amazing part of the ride was its han- 
dling on turns. | couldn’t get it to skid, 
even running flat out. | tried things | 
wouldn't try with any inflatable boat and 
with few rigid hulls, but the Futura took it 
in stride. The factory claims the boat will 
turn at top speed on a 16 foot radius. We 
had no means of measuring the turning 
circle, but it seemed to respond instantly 
to steering inputs. 

Some of the credit for the Futura’s han- 
dling should go to the opitional rear 
mounted Bridge Command steering sys- 
tem. Designed by Scott Mcintosh of Port- 
a-Marine, Costa Mesa, California, the 
steering wheel and remote engine con- 
trols made it feel as though | were driving 
a 20 foot, rigid hull boat. The steering 
system, along with its padded seat, take 
up the interior space of two divers. But for 
long offshore trips it can make the differ- 
ence between arriving fatigued and

bruised or being ready to go diving. 

The Futura looks as good as it rides, all 
decked out in black, red and silver. The 
. black tubes with red trim can feel like a 
branding iron, however, when climbing 
onto them in the heat of a Baja summer, 
clad only in your Speedo. | would cover 
them with light colored carpet for the 
sake of my backside. 

The floorboards are anodized alumi- 
num and self locking, as is the compa- 
ny’s standard practice in its Grand Tour- 
ing and Grand Raid models. Unlike the 
other Zodiac sportboats, the Futura has 
an open bow, which makes it look longer 





than its 15 feet, five inches. This provides 
more storage space for dive gear. Two 
water resistant zip pouches are provided 
for storing things that should stay dry. For 
owners who want more spray protection, 
an optional cover is available which rolls 
back to the bow to become a bowdodg- 
er. However, the spray shielding provid- 
ed by the rubbing strake and the hull de- 
sign result in a dry riding boat which 
makes the cover unnecessary . 

The Futura’s five chambers are filled 
through Zodiac’s patented intercon- 
necting valves, made of a solid magne- 
sium bronze alloy. Two valves on the an- 





With its open bow and ten foot ten inch in- 
side length, the Mark III Futura will carry 
six divers with full gear—seven without 
the remote steering system. With a 50 
horsepower outboard the Futura is capa- 
ble of nearly 40 miles per hour. For water- 
skiing, the boat can handle a 65 hp engine. 


ti-splash vanes at the stern are connect- 
ed to the shock absorbing tubes under- 
neath by means of plastic hoses. The ad- 
ditional buoyancy provided by the tubes 
has allowed Zodiac to move the transom 
further back. This results in 18 inches 
more interior space than the conventional 
Mark IIl models, and nearly 300 pounds 
more carrying capacity. As a matter of 
fact, the Futura is longer inside, and car- 
ries nearly the weight of Zodiac's 17 foot 
six inch Mark IV Grand Raid. 

Equipped with a 50 horsepower Mer- 
cury engine, the boat is capable of nearly 
40 miles per hour. For water skiing it will 
accept an engine up to 65 horsepower. 
lt can carry up to seven divers without the 
optional remote steering system. 

All these virtues don’t come cheap. 
The Mark III Futura lists at $6,000. An en- 
gine, trailer and remote steering can 
bring the price as high as a sport car. But 
the Futura is a true offshore boat, which 
can safely make long trips in open water 
with the ride of a hard hull craft. At the 
present time, it represents the ultimate in- 
flatable dive boat. >. 
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eople are always trying to build a bet- 

ter mouse trap. It seemed to me that 
dive gear fell into this category, so | de- 
cided to share some of the equipment 
modifications I've made over the years. It 
has turned out to be many hours of cre- 
ative fun for me, and you can do it too. 


THE MASK 

This is perhaps the most neglected 
piece of equipment in your dive bag, and 
a lot of divers take their masks for 
granted. Myself, | like to keep things sim- 
ple and functional. Streamlining is a key 
factor for me. After you've been diving for 
awhile, you know how to adjust your 
mask so it feels comfortable: But what do 
you do with the ends of the strap? A little 
electrician’s tape will secure these to the 
rest of the strap and prevent slipping. 


SNORKEL 

Most snorkels are tipped with a tape 
that provides high visibility during the 
day. But, if you do a lot of night diving, 
buy some reflector and glow-in-the-dark 
tape and tip your snorkels with these. 

Attaching your snorkel to your mask is 
very much taken for granted. I’ve seen 
divers just tuck one under the mask strap 
and I’ve seen one literally ‘‘wired’’ to the 
strap. Since a lot of turbulence is created 


as you propel yourself through the water, 
having your snorkel waving to and fro 
can be annoying. | attach my snorkel to 
the mask strap with a standard snorkel 
keeper, but instead of mounting it next to 
my temple, |’ve mounted the tip on the 
top part of the split section. This allows 
for less drag and more freedom of head 
movement. You'll also find you won't be 
gulping in as much water when you turn 
your head to either side. 


FINS 

Many popular fins in use today have 
heel straps. And, like the mask, the 
straps on the fins can slip. To prevent 
this, position the strap through the buck- 
les so that the ends are on the inside (see 
diagram). Some electrician’s tape around 
the straps near the buckles will further 
ensure no slippage. 

| once asked this question of a neo- 
phyte diver: ‘‘What is worse than carrying 
an extra quart of water around with you 
when you exit the water?’ The answer 
was, ‘Two quarts of water.’’ He under- 
stood the question when he emptied the 
water from the foot pockets of his fins. 
We solved the problem later that day

when we took a good sized nail, heated 
the end, and pierced two holes in each fin 
pocket. This also helps to pump out the 
sand from beach entries as you swim. 

Another fin modification which is a 
great time saver: Put a pull tab on the fin 
strap. | made mine out of one inch wide 
nylon webbing, but it could be made from 
a short section of rope. 


WETSUIT 

With the possible exception of zipper 
replacement, just about any wetsuit mod- 
ification can be made by the average per- 
son. Two of the most popular additions 
are pads and pockets. Knee pads and a 
spine pad are probably the most useful. 
Have a friend help you mark where you 
want your knee pads. Use 1/8 or 3/16 
inch nylon two wetsuit material for these. 
After you cut the pads to shape, trim the 
edges to about 45 degrees and apply 
wetsuit glue to the edge also. This will 
give the pads a finished look. Be sure to 
follow the directions of the type of wetsuit 
adhesive you are using. 

For a spine pad, take a second piece 
of wetsuit material and cut it two inches 


shorter and one inch narrower than the’ 


——— 








actual pad strip. This will give body to 
your spine pad and help to displace more 
water along your spine. Remember to 
trim the edge of the spine pad to about 45 
degrees for that nice smooth look. Pock- 
ets are applied in similar fashion, wherev- 
er you see fit. 


BUOYANCY COMPENSATOR 

One of the things that bothers me is 
seeing a diver (particularly myself) entan- 
gled in a disarray of hoses, gauges and 





other dive paraphernalia. |’ve seen power 
inflator hoses going over the shoulder or 
under the arm. | believe | have solved this 
by adding a brass ring next to the BC 
hose elbow and routing the power inflator 
hose through this ring to the quick dis- 
connect coupling. A Velcro band helps to 
hold the hose to the BC. 


WEIGHTBELT 
Many divers have a problem with 
weights slipping or even falling off their 
belts. Shown here are a few ways this 
problem can be overcome.

To carry larger accessories, you might 
consider adding spring clips or D-rings to 
your weightbelt. That is, of course, if you 
don’t mind dropping the accessories 
along with your weightbelt in case of an 
emergency.

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Answers: Repetitive Dives 


1. B. 12 hours. This is the correct an- 
swer, however, studies have shown _ 
that there are body tissues with much 
longer halftimes than those on which 
the dive tables are based. Instead of 
assuming all nitrogen has been elimi- 
nated after 12 hours, divers—especially 
those who dive infrequently—should 
dive conservatively when on multi-day 
trips. 


2. B. Deepest, shallowest. Body 
tissues which absorb nitrogen quickly 
at deeper depths will outgas at shal- 
lower depths, but slow-absorbing 
tissues—those affected more at medi- 
um depths—will continue accumulating 
nitrogen when the depth is increased. 
By diving progressively shallower on a 
series of dives, longer bottom times 

_ are possible and decompression sick- 
ness is less likely. 


3. All statements are incorrect. It is 
certainly possibly to get bent on one 
tank of air, so time and depth limits 
must be observed. A decompresson 
stop is a good safety precaution for all 
dives of 50 feet or more. One should 
always know the no decompression 
limits for a dive, and should not at- 
tempt to recall the dive tables from 
memory. The ascent rate is very criti- 
cal, and can cause decompression 
sickness even when a dive is made 
within the no decompression limits. 


4. B. Be avoided owing to increased 
risk of decompression sickness. A 
fairly recent recommendation is to 
avoid surfacing during dives which are 
deeper than 40 feet. The physiological 
effects are not the same for a person 
descending three times to 100 feet 
with brief surface intervals as they are 
for someone who spends the entire 
time at that depth. The person who 
bounces up and down is forming bub- 
bles and is a good candidate for de- 
compression sickness. 


5. A. Surfacing from one dive and 
descending for the next dive. One of 
the most commonly asked questions 
on a dive boat is, “What time did we 
come up?” Keeping track of surface 
intervals is important. Many boats use 
check out and check in times as a 
means of providing information for re- 
petitive dive calculations. Even better is 
one of the new instruments which au- 
tomatically keep track of both bottom 
time and surface intervals. 


6. C. 2:59. A dive to 60 feet for 40 
minutes places a diver in repetitive 
group G. To repeat the dive, a group 
designation of C is required. (This al- 
lows 43 minutes of bottom time without 
decompression.) The minimum surface 
interval required to attain group C from 
group G is two hours and 59 minutes.

A safe- 
ty stop for several minutes should be 
made at the end of each dive near the 
limits or beyond 50 feet, and the stop 
time should be added to the bottom 
time of the dive when determing the 
repetitive group designation. 


8. Either A or B is correct, but B is 
recommended. U.S. Navy procedures 
state that when a repetitive dive is to 
the same or greater depth than the 
previous dive, the residual nitrogen 
time may be longer than the actual 
bottom time of the previous dive. In 
this event, the actual bottom time of 
the previous dive may be used as the 
residual nitrogen time for the repetitive 
dive. It is easier and safer to ignore 
this exception to the tables and use 
the standard residual nitrogen time fig- 
ures provided. 


9. Either C or D is correct, but C is 
recommended. A dive to 80 feet for 
22 minutes results in a group F desig- 
nation. After a two hour surface inter- 
val, the group designation is D. A 
group D diver is allowed 30 minutes at 
70 feet without decompression, but this 
would push the tables to the limit. A 
safety factor is desirable, so it is better 
to limit the depth to 60 feet, where 36 
minutes is the no decompression limit. 


10. B. 44 minutes. A dive schedule of 
60 feet for 30 minutes results in an F 
designation, and a one hour surface in- 
terval changes the repetitive group to 
E. A group | designation stems from 
the second dive, which has a total bot- 
tom time of 68 minutes. The 70 minute 
surface interval after the second dive 
allows the attainment of group G, and 
the 50 foot schedule for a group G div- 
er allows 44 minutes without decom- 
pression. Again, this limit should not be 
pushed, and a decompression safety 
stop should certainly be made. 


Did you note some differences between the textbook method of calcu- 
lating repetitive dives and the way it should actually be done for safe 
diving? The number one rule to avoid decompression sickness, with its 
pain, discomfort and injury, is to always allow a margin of safety in re- 
petitive diving. Also, pay close attention to ascent rates. The typical rec- 


reational diver ascends at more than twice the proper rate! 
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FOAM NEOPRENE 


Nioveey loves a weightbelt. It’s 
something divers accept as a 
necessary evil. It's a bulky, uncomfort- 
able, inconvenient piece of equipment 
that has changed little over the last 25 
years. But Scubapro’s engineers have 
taken a long, hard look at the weight- 
belt, and developed a new concept 
which overcomes many drawbacks of 
the old designs. 

Let us look at some of the problems 
of conventional weightbelts, and then 
examine Scubapro’s solutions. First, 
it's a hassle to change the amount of 
weight to compensate for a deeper 
dive or a different wetsuit, especially if 
you have taken measures to prevent 
weight shifting. Then, the belt loosens 
as your wetsuit compresses at depth, 
which could allow the buckle to slide 
behind your back. The only cure is to 
cinch it so tight you can barely 
breathe, then tighten it some more as 
you go down. Next, the bare weights 
bang against your tank, dig into your 
hips, and ding the pool bottom when 
used there for training. Finally, the 
steel buckle is difficult to adjust, and 
can become distorted, allowing the 
belt to slip open underwater. 

Scubapro’s new Bandolera weight- 
belt overcomes all these problems. Its 
body is constructed of one-eighth inch 
foam neoprene, divided into pockets 
with overlapping closures. Each pock- 
et will accept a cylindrical weight up to 
two and one-half pounds. The small 
belts hold up to 20 pounds of weight, 
while the longer standard ones accept 
up to 25 pounds. Firmly enclosed in

the pockets, the weights cannot slip 
and are easily removed and replaced. 
Distribution of weight all around the 
body is more comfortable, especially 
when walking. The neoprene rubber 
protects tender hip bones, and pool 
bottoms. This feature will be especial- 
ly appreciated in warm water, when 
the diver isn’t wearing a wetsuit. 

More than six inches of stretch is 
provided by the neoprene. Just snug 
up the belt at the beginning of the 
dive, and it does the rest. Scubapro 
engineer, Jim Dexter, considers this 
the outstanding feature for skin diving. 
‘It will compensate for the drastic 
changes in abdominal diameter on 
deep breath-hold dives,’ he states. 

The Bandolera’s buckle deserves 
some attention. It is made from glass 
reinforced nylon and can’t bend like 
stainless steel buckles. Its patented in- 
ner adjustment device is much 
quicker and easier than the old meth- 
od of weaving the belt material in and 
out through several slots. For rental 
and instructional applications, this is a 
big plus. In keeping with standard 
Scubapro practice, the weightbelt 
buckle is notched so it can't be con- 
fused with the buckle on the tank har- 
ness. Finally, it has a positive snap 
when tightened. It is very unlikely that

this buckle will open accidentally, yet 
it responds easily and quickly when 
the diver pulls the release tab. 

Only a period of extended use will 
tell how well the neoprene body. will 
wear. Small tears can be repaired by 
the diver the same way as he or she 
would repair a wetsuit. 

The Bandolera is available in two 
sizes: standard (ten weight pockets) 
and small (eight pockets). Both come 
in orange or black, with an orange 
buckle. The price is $26 at your Scu- 
bapro dealer. No weightbelt is lovable, 
but this one comes close. »# 
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A dual console boat 





destined to please divers

rom the instant our SKIN DIVER test 

team spotted the 223 Tournament, we 
knew we had a winner. Few manufactur- 
ers actually set out to create a dive boat, 
and Grady-White probably wasn’t think- 
ing of sport divers when they laid out this 
dual console model, either. Whether by 
planning or providence, this boat is des- 
tined to find itself very popular with div- 
ers. With an overall length of 22 feet, this 
clean hull can easily take a half dozen 
divers out to any reef. 

Our immediate praise for the overall in- 
terior design was unanimous. Not one 
inch of this fiberglass beauty is wasted. 
The design is as close to an underwater 
photographer's boat as any built. The 
storage in the dual consoles offers so 
much padded, dry protection you could 
carry two or three bulky camera cases 
onboard and hide them out of reach of

the salt spray. But, storage is not limited 
to the large lockers inside each console. 
In the bow section there is an anchor 
locker under the forward seat and a stor- 
age locker in the deck. Although shallow, 
they are large enough to store small gear, 
or mask and fins. Behind each of the two 
console swivel seats are insulated boxes 
which can be used for dry storage or 
beverages. Grady-White meant these to 
be used as storge for a fisherman's 
catch. If you plan to use the boat for pur- 
poses other than diving you will find mul- 
tiple uses for these. On each aft gunwale 
there are more baitwells, easily usable for 
additional gear storage. 

In the bow section, just forward of each 
console, are two corner seats. These 
areas are just large enough to set a tank 
down and sit in front of it. The wall of 
each console, combined with the gun-

wale, keeps the tank from falling. Once 
Strapped in you do not have to walk any- 
where to get out of the boat. Simply 
stand, sit on the gunwale and do a back- 
ward roll over the side! Every dive boat 
should be so easy to gear up in. 

Re-entry is just aS simple since there 
are no obstacles to climb over. The motor 
well bulkhead, or splashwell, simply folds 
down when necessary. When down the 
entire aft section becomes wide open 
and usable for the standard amount of 
gear that gets spread around the deck. 
Our test model was equipped with a 
small half platform with a single step, tu- 
bular ladder. We do recommend you or- 
der a more substantial platform and lad- 
der assembly since the weight of dive 
equipment will make this somewhat diffi- 
Cult to use when climbing aboard. 

Grady-White is one of the oldest manu- 
facturers in the business and known for 
the care and concern taken for their 
molds. The result of this concern is re- 
flected in fine craftsmanship. The glass 
work is among the best we have seen. 
Wall thickness is substantial and the hull 
is absolutely free of ripples, stress 
cracks, or flaws. With the company’s at- 
tention to detail, even the screw heads 
are all in line. 

Another interesting and unusual design 
feature is the beam of the vessel; a full 
eight feet that does not taper off drastical- 
ly aft. At the stern it is only four inches 
narrower than amidship. According to 
Mike Middleton at Pompano Beach Ma- 
rine Center in Pompano Beach, Florida, 
supplier of our test boat, this not only pro- 
vides additional roominess, but also pro- 
vides better stability. 

Another stability feature is the use of a 
modified deep-V design. The keel chang- 
es from a V to a rounded bottom as it 
runs fore to aft. The result is less listing 
when running in a crossing sea. The bot- 
tom also has an extremely sharp chine 
(the lip where the outside hull wall turns 
underneath the boat). The chine stops 
most of the spray from getting off the wa- 
ter’s surface and into the boat. 

Although most divers will find the 223 
Tournament outboard model, as provided 
for our tests, more than adequate for their 
needs, the hull is available in two other 
models. The 224 Tournament is equip- 
ped with an inboard/outboard and the 
225 Tournament has SeaDrive power. If 
22 feet is not quite enough or just a bit 
too much boat there are nearly identical 
24 and 19 foot models. Grady-White 
models are also available with walk- 
around or cuddy cabins. 

The Grady-White catalogue lists some 





3/7 standard features that are notable. 
Those that dive boat owners will find es- 
pecially practical include: 1) full non-skid 
surfaces on the entire inner liner, 2) 
marinium and stainless steel hardware, 
3) lockable glove box and radio box/in- 
strument panel, 4) self-bailing cockpit, 5) 
international running lights, 6) automatic 
bilge pump, and 7) a 93 gallon aluminum 
gas tank. Equipped with a Johnson 175, 
like our test boat, this should provide 
over ten hours of cruising at normal 
speeds—substantial fuel capacity indeed, 
but if that is not enough you can order the 
additional optional 40 gallon tank. Other 
options that will make your cruising more 
comfortable are a portable head, tuna 
tower and spray hood with top and side 
curtains and drop curtains fore and aft. 

The 223 Tournament carries a base 
price of $12,700, which reflects its qual- 
ity. Fully rigged with the Johnson 175 and 
other features usable by divers you could 
expect to spend approximately $21,000 
excluding trailer. Grady-White’s dealer 
network is extensive and you can receive 
the company’s full color catalogue and

f one were to attempt to Sum up 

Australia in one word, that word 
might be awesome. It is a country 
of enormous proportions and 
Staggering beauty. 

Australia is the largest island on 
earth and could almost be cata- 
logued as a continent. It covers 
an area the size of the United 
states, but has a population of 
only 14 million people. Lying off 
its northeast coast is the Great 
Barrier Reef, the world’s largest 
coral reef. Measuring 1250 miles 
in length and 40 miles wide, this 
remarkable structure is some- 
times described as ‘‘the world’s 
largest living thing. Beyond the 
Barrier Reef is the immense ex- 
panse of the Coral Sea, a vast, 
unspoiled ocean of thriving coral 
reefs and islands, the size of the 
entire Caribbean.

reefs and deep dives are equally accessi- 
ble at most sites. A 26 foot dive barge 
with a front drop ramp is used to accom- 
modate smaller groups. A 23 foot Shark 
Cat, a twin-hulled, high speed craft, can 
carry up to 12 divers. 

Heron Island caters basically to experi- 
enced scuba divers and to snorkelers. 
There are no basic classes offered and 
visiting divers must be certified or content 
to snorkel only. U.S. certification cards 
are recognized here. 

The Heron Island dive shop operates 
two scheduled scuba dives daily. Each is 
a one tank dive followed by snorkeling 
and free diving. The morning dive de- 
parts at 9:20 am and returns before 
lunch. The afternoon dive departs at 2:20 
om and returns in the late afternoon. Ar- 
rangements can be made for a full day, 
two tank trip to the outer Barrier Reef. 


HERON REEFS 

At Heron you will find the most beauti- 
ful nudibranchs imaginable and the dive 
guides will show you one after another 
during dives. In the months of June and 
July, manta rays by the dozens can be 
seen cruising along the reefs, often com- 
ing very close to the divers. The coral 
reefs of Heron Island are so exquisite and 
so unusual that the aovernment declared 














this area a marine park in 1979. The en- 
tire area is under the supervision and 
protection of the Great Barrier Reef Ma- 
rine Park Authority. Coral collecting and 
commercial spearfishing are prohibited 
and the iaw is strictly enforced. 
Because Heron Isiand lies inside the 
edge of the Barrier Reef, visibility is not 
as crystaline as it is on the outside edge 
or the Coral Sea. Visibility averages 60 
feet but varies from a low of 40 feet to a 


high of 100 feet plus. An enormous 


amount of nutrients are carried with each 
tide, feeding the living coral polyps and 
small marine life that inhabit these reefs. 
Heron s reefs are a bonanza for those in- 
terested in macro photography or fish 





close-ups. 

Many of the best dive sites around He- 
ron island are only a 5 to 15 minute boat 
ride from the beach. This is almost like 
taking a bus to the park. [he boat an- 
chors close to the shallow portion of the 
reef so that snorkelers can drift over the 
coral gardens while divers expiore the 
lower portions. 

Among the best dive sites around He- 
ron island, Big Bommie would be re- 
garded as the most popular. [his con- 
sists of six giant coral heads which rise 
up 30 feet from a sloping bottom. [he up- 
permost coral head is loaded with tons of 
fish which are extremely tame. A school 
of batfish circles the top while moray

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eels, groupers and snappers pose pa- 
tiently for pictures and tidbits. 

Another fascinating dive site is Blue 
Pool, a semi-circular indentation in a 
Straight coral reef. Apparently this was 
once a completely round tide pool but 
one side broke away during a storm. The 
depth in the pool averages 30 feet, with 
the sides rising vertically to the surface. 
Beyond the pool, the bottom slopes gen- 
tly down to a depth of 60 feet. The site is 
loaded with schools of snapper, giant 
batfish, lots of small grouper and 
hundreds of anemone clownfish. 

Another favorite is Gorgonian Hole 
which features a broken coral wall and 
high coral heads in deeper water. Depths 
range from 10 to 40 feet and the place is 
loaded with orange gorgonian fans, small 
soft corals, Spanish dancers and giant 
nudibranchs. It is also a great spot for 
finding scorpionfish, painted lobster, 
featherstars and beautiful angelfish. Oth- 
er excellent dive spots include: Wistari I, 
Cliffs, Canyons, Pam’s Point and Hole 


in the Wall. A map showing ail of the 
dive locations is available at the Heron |s- 
land Dive Shop. 


BARRIER REEF 

in addition to the regular halfday trips 
around the island, Heron Island Resort al- 
so offers all-day excursions to the outer 
edge of the Great Barrier Reef and neigh- 
boring islands 7 to 15 miles away. The 
Shark Cat is used for these special trios 
as it can cruise at 40 miles per hour in 
calm seas. It normally takes an hour to 

reach the first location, 
One of the most interesting dives avail- 
able on the all-day excursions is a spot

known as The Keyhole. Divers are guid- 
ed to a spot on the coral reef where they 
enter a vertical chimney at 30 feet. The 
hole is seven feet in diameter and goes 
straight down 60 feet, where it opens into 
a large coral cave. The floor of the cave 
is approximately 80 feet deep and divers 
can look upward to another entrance in 
the roof which is shaped like a keyhole. 
The inside is loaded with Australian lion- 
fish (butterfly cod) who prefer the dim 
light of the cave because of their sensi- 
tive eyes. Exiting through the keyhole, 
divers are led to the vertical face of a cor- 
al drop-off where there are often many 


large stingrays.

DIVE CENTER 

The Hayman Island management is 
quite serious about developing it into a 
world class dive resort. There Is a full 
service dive shop right on the premises 
near the main swimming pool. [he center 
is equipped with its own air compressor 
and 35 scuba tanks. Services offered in- 
clude scuba instruction and daily dive 
trios to both nearby reefs and the Great 
Barrier Reef. 

The Hayman Island Dive Center is one 
of the major service centers for the Barri- 
er Reef Diving Services. This business is 
owned and operated by Tony and Paitri- 
cia Fontes. Tony is originally from Santa 
Cruz, California and has been diving for 
11 years. He is a PADI master instructor 
and an |1C course director. 


DIVE BOAT 

The Hayman Island Dive Center oper- 
ates a 54 foot custom dive boat called 
Daybreak. {his craft has very high free- 
board and is a particularly dry vessel for 
cruising among the islands. The boat can 
Carry 15 divers and makes dive trips 
twice daily. The morning departure is at 
9:00 am and Is a one tank dive. The after- 
noon trip departs at 1:30 pm and is also 
a one tank dive followed by snorkeling. 
An all-day dive trip to Bait Reef is sched- 
uled three times weekly. It departs at 8:00 
am and returns to the island at 5:00 om 
with plenty of time for relaxing before din- 
ner. Special boat charters can also be ar- 

ranged on request. 


DIVE SITES 
There are over 20 excellent dive sites 
in the area around Hayman and neigh- 
boring Hook Island. Since these islands 
are much farther offshore, underwater 
visibility is much better, 40 to 60 feet, and 
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the reefs are alive with soft corals, 


in- 
vertebrates and reef fish. These are ex- 
cellent areas for close-up photography. 
A good example of the local dive sites 
is a point off the northern tip of Hook |s- 
land called The Wood Pile. A high, 
rocky bluff with log shaped basalt crys- 
tals looks very much like a pile of logs 
and marks the spot. [he rocky wall drops 
vertically from the surface to /0 feet and 
then slopes gradually to 110 feet. The en- 
tire underwater formation is deeply 
etched with crevices, caves, archways 
and tunnels. Toward the point, one en- 
counters a great deal of fish activity. Yet, 
this location is perhaps best known for its 
tremendous abundance of nudibranchs. 
There are at least 20 different species 
which can be easily found and the dive 
guides will bring you a new specimen just 
as fast as you can photograph the last 
one. |hese amazing little invertebrates 
Span the entire spectrum of vivid colors 
and their design patterns are often 
breathtaking. Back toward the bay there

The most memorable spot is Al- 
cyonaria Point which is loaded with a fan- 
tastic array of soft corals. [he most pro- 
lific ones are in shades ranging from pale 
lavender to royal purple. There are also 
guite a number of bright red soft corals 
with white, branching stalks. A much 
more rare find is the solid orange soft 
coral which lives at 60 feet. There is only 
one of these in the entire bay. 

Other attractions within Butterfly Bay in- 
clude a fine selection of colorful nudi- 
branchs, many lovely tube worms, and 
various types of shrimp and other inverte- 
brates. [here is a rock off the point of 
Butterfly Bay which has a 40 foot mini- 
drop-off. The area is thick with hard 
corals which form an interesting matrix of 
Caves, tunnels and archways. Ihe area is 
also inhabited by all types of interesting 
tropical reef fish in dazzling colors. But- 
terfly Bay is considered to be a fantastic 
spot for night diving. 

Other excellent dive sites around Hook 
Island include; Stonehaven, The

is a beautiful coral perder in 30 to 50 feet 
of water. [his area is jam-packed with 
hundreds of species of hard corals, in- 
cluding gigantic brain corals the size of 
Volkswagons. 

Another popular dive site is Butterfly 
Bay , a large well-protected bay closer to 
Hayman isiand. It contains three separate 
and distinctive dive sites called Al- 
cyonaria Point, Maureen’s Cove and 
The Boulders. Dive depths range from 
10 to 130 feet but the most interesting 
zone is between 30 and 60 feet. 


Narrows, Coral Trout Point, Manta 
Ray Bay, and Pinnacle Point. [he best 
dive sites around Hayman Island include: 
Blue Pearl Bay, Dolphin Point, The 
Valleys and Hernando’s. At Bali Hai Is- 
land there are two good sites known as 
Black Coral Ledge and The Channel. 
Langford island offers two locations 
known as Daisy Coral Flats and The 
Spit. Nearby Bird island also has two 
sites called The Beacon and The Hol- 
lows.

Lizard island is the smallest and most 
intimate island resort which offers diving. 
It can handle a maximum of 30 guests 
and there is generally only 20 to 25 peo- 
ple at one time. Known as Australias VIP 
resort, this secluded hideaway offers a 
high degree of privacy and tranquility. if 
you want to get away from it all, Lizard |s- 
land is the best choice for restful relax- 
ation—as well as spectacular diving. 


LOCATION 

Lizard is the northernmost resort island 
on the Great Barrier Reef. it is 160 miles 
north of Cairns and 20 miles off the unin- 
habited coast of Cape York. Heron Island 
lies 790 miles to the South, at the other 
end of the Barrier Reef. [he most impor- 
tant aspect of Lizard isiand’s location is 
the fact that this resort is very close to the 
Ribbons Reets, undoubtedly the best dive 
area on the entire Great Barrier Reef sys- 
tem. Legendary dive sites such as The 
Cod Hole and Dynamite Pass are only 
10 miles away. 


THE ISLAND 

The topography and climate of Lizard 
is far different than either Heron or the 
Whitsunday Islands. li is a mountainous 
rocky isiand with an arid climate, low 
scrub brush and lots of giant boulders. It 
has a primitive type of beauty which is 
fascinating for exploration. [he island 
was named after the giant iguanas (liz- 
ards) which inhabit the area. Some of 
these amazing reptiles grow to four feet 
in length and have actually become pets 
at the resort. [he iguanas spend most of 
the day quietly resting in the shade and 
occasionally amble around the hotel hop- 
ing for a handout from the staff. 

Lizard Island is quite large in size, cov- 
ering 2500 acres. It boasts of a total of 24 
seciuded coves and sandy beaches, in- 
cluding a lovely one directly in front of the 
hotel. The island is ringed by fringing cor- 
al reefs and submarine gardens, many of 
which provide excellent opportunities for 
snorkeling and shallow water scuba. Be- 
cause of the unique flora and fauna of 
this remote isiand, Lizard has been des- 
ignated a National Park Reserve and the 
hotel management is dedicated to the 
preservation of its wildiife. 

Although Lizard is remote and primi- 
tive, it is conveniently linked with the civi- 
lized world. it is one of the few Barrier 
Reef islands that has a modern landing 
strip. Air Queensiand operates daily 
flights from Cairns to Lizard as part of its 
sightseeing tours in the Cape York/Barri- 
er Reef area. [hese flights also provide 
convenient transportation for visiting and

THE RESORT 

in contrast with the isiand’s primitive 
environment, Lizard island Resort is a 
very modern, well-kept hotel which is to- 
tally sell-sufficient. [he hotel consists of 
a lovely dining room, cocktail lounge and 
15 bungalow suites that can accommo- 
date up to two people each. There is a 
tennis court and a three hole sand golf 
course for putting practice. Most of the 
resort's sport facilities center around the 
beach area where there are sailboats, 
paddieboards, boardsailers and small 
outboard dinghies for exploring the many 
coves and beaches around the island. 

Big game fishing is a major activity at 
Lizard Island Resort and the hotel oper- 
ates a well equipped sportfishing cruiser. 


A prime example of the lizards of Lizard Island is this 
five foot long iguana. These huge, harmless reptiles 
roam the island in freedom, unmolested by man. Be- 
low: Lizard Island and its resort by the s 
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The marlin season runs for 10 weeks 
from September to November. During the 
rest of the year, the fishing activities cen- 
ter around bone fishing, tuna, cobia and 
wahoo. Big game fishermen fly in from all 
paris of the world to sample Lizard |s- 
lands high quality fishing. 


DIVE CENTER 

This year Lizard island Resort installed 
complete scuba diving facilities, including 
an alr compressor, scuba gear, snorkel 
equipment and a dive shop on the prem- 
ises. A qualified underwater guide will be 
on hand to conduct dive tours to nearby 
reefs as well as the best sites along the 
outer Great Barrier Reef. [he hotel will be 
operating a high speed 30 foot dive boat 
which can cruise at 25 knots and make 
the trip to the Cod Hole in 30 minutes.

ISLAND YACHT 

in addition to the hotels regular dive operation, Lizard isiand 
will be working in conjunction with the 55 foot aluminum yacht 
Scheherazade. his craft is owned and operated by Capt. Pe- 
ter Wright, an experienced sailor and dive guide who originally 
conducted a similiar operation in the British Virgin Islands. The 
craft can Carry up to six divers comfortably. It has two double 
berthed private cabins plus a cozy Saloon area. 

The Scheherazade can cruise under engine power or sail if 
the wind is right. [his combination of sailing and diving pro- 
vides an opportunity for a unique vacation experience. The 
yacht is equipped with a six cfm air compressor and 10 scuba 
tanks. There is also a small runabout with a 40 hp outboard 
which is used for excursions among the shallow reefs as well 
as waterskiing in the early evening. [he Scheherazade oper- 
ates out of Lizard Isiand, conducting three to seven day cruises 
among the upper Ribbons Reefs, including Cod Hole, Dyna- 
mite Reef, Half Mile Passage and many other dive sites. 


DIVE SITES 

The fringing coral reefs surrounding Lizard island offer quite 
a number of interesting sites for guests seeking a quick and 
convenient dive experience. [hese spots are a five to ten min- 
ute boat ride from the hotel and the waters are generally calm 
and very warm. According to marine biologists who conduct 
research in this area, the best time for diving is November 
through March. This is when the waters are the clearest and 
marine animal activity is at its peak. it does not rain or storm 
around Lizard Isiand as it does on the mainland and Lizard en- 
joys exceptionally balmy weather. 

There is one dive site at Lizard island which can only be de- 
scribed as an incredible undersea phenemenon. Clam Gar- 
den off Watson s Bay is a seciuded cove inhabited by an esti- 
mated 500 to /00 /ridacna clams. Dive depths range from 5 
to 25 feet and the bottom is literally carpeted with marine life, 
including an extremely dense population of these extraordinary 
clams. There are several species and they range in size from 
smali ones the size of a human fist to giant clams four feet 
across. [he giant clams are particularly impressive as they are 
spaced two to three feet apart with a dozen or so in a room 
sized area. [he mantles of these amazing animals can range 
in color from cobalt blue to emerald green to chocolate brown. 
Since Lizard Island is a National Park, this colony of clams is 
closely watched by the hotel management and fiercely de- 
fended from poachers and souvenier collectors. 

in addition to this amazing colony of clams, Clam Garden is 
also loaded with other unique coral reef life. There are 
hundreds of carpet anemones in the area and each is occupied 
by two or three anemone clownfish. There are at least three or 
four species of this fish and photographers could spend hours 
here happily snapping close-ups of ciownfish. There is also a 
remarkable abundance of blue starfish, found only in the South 
Pacific. Other fascinating creatures include Christmas tree 
worms, shrimps, crabs and small, exotic reef fish. 

Other dive sites around Lizard Island include North Reef 
just off Mermaid Cove, best noted for its coral caves and can- 
yons in depths ranging from 50 to 100 feet. Eastern Reef is 
a sheer cliff drop-off which plummets vertically to a depth of 
100 feet. It is an excellent spot for photographing both hard 
and soft corals. Blue Lagoon is a giant bommie (coral head) 
in the Opening of a pass with dive depths to 60 feet. This loca- 
tion has 90 to 60 foot visibility and is loaded with corals, sea- 
fans and lovely marine life. Of course, the highpoints of a vaca- 
tion at Lizard island are the more distant trips to the outer edge 
of the Barrier Reef where one can explore and photograph the 
dazzling sights among the Ribbons Reefs. This is an area of 
truly high adventure. 
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Ribbons 
Reefs 


Over the past few years, the Ribbons 
have attained worldwide acclaim as the 
best and most exciting dive areas on the 
entire Great Barrier Reef. [here are 
wonderous coral reef formations and rare 
animal encounters which cannot be ex- 
perienced anywhere else on the Barrier 
Reef or in the world for that matter. [his 
one-of-a-kind area has not only attracted 
visitors from all over the world—it has be- 
come the basis of a thriving and growing 
live-aboard dive boat industry. | oday, 
there are at least a half-dozen live-aboard 
dive boats which cruise and dive the Rib- 
bons on a regular basis. 

The largest live-aboard dive boat to op- 
erate among the Ribbons is the Reef 
Seeker. This giant 63 foot Catamaran is 
virtually a floating hotel. She is 30 feet 
wide, double-decked and can carry up {to 
24 divers in private and semi-private cab- 
ins. [ne Reef Seeker is one of the few 
Australian live-aboard boats which can 
accommodate a large group or Club. 

The most elegant dive boat to operate 
in these waters is the brand new 90 foot 
luxury yacht Maniaray. Designed and 
constructed by owner Graham Warren, 
this ultra-modern yacht is builll completely 
of steel with an aluminum Superstructure. 
lt is designed to carry 12 guests in luxury 
and the ship is staffed by a crew of five. 
The vessel is outfitted with cc niplete scu- 
ba gear, air compressors and the most 
modern navigational equipment. Skip- 
pered by Captain David [hus, the Man- 
laray iS planning a series of special dive 
charters to the ten different Ribbons 
Reefs systems, plus extended cruises to 
the Coral Sea beyond. 

One of the most personable dive boats 
to operate in the Ribbons area is the Bali 
Hai il, a 50 foot cruiser thal can carry a 
maximum of eight divers. [his vessel is 
also equipped with a heavy duty air com- 
pressor, scuba tanks and a stern diving 
platform. Skippered by owner Gordon 
Oke, the Bali Hai // strives for highly per- 
sonalized service and very fine meals. 
This boat makes five or ten day trips, de- 
parting from Cairns and making frequent 
trips to the best spots in the Ribbons.

it would be impossible {fo list all of the 
Ribbons dive sites in the limited space of 
this section. [here must be over 100 dif- 
ferent locations which could be rated su- 
perior: Each one offers something unique 
or special. [he Ribbons cover an area of 
almost 80 miles. [he diving is excellent 


on the outside edge, the narrow channels 
among, and the shallow water coral 
patches inside, the Barrier Reef line. Div- 
ers become so hyped by the underwater 
attractions that they frequently make four 
and five dives daily. [his area is a verita- 
ble supermarket of scuba fantasies which 
exceed most divers wildest dreams. 
The most incredible spot among the 
Ribbons Reefs is a place called the Cod 
Hole. Strangely enough, this location is 
neither a hole nor is it occupied by cod. 
instead, it is the edge or side of a pass 
between two coral reefs inhabited by an 
amazing family of giant groupers. [he 
dive depth averages 50 feet. [he location 
was first discovered by Ron and Valerie 
Taylor almost ten years ago. Purely by 
luck, Ron and Valerie stumbled upon this 





colony of curious fish that immediately 
befriended the divers and followed them 
around like puppy dogs. [he behavior of 
these ordinarily shy fish was unusual, 

Australians call these huge creatures 
potato cod, but they are actually a spe- 
cies of white grouper with large black 
spots. The creatures vary in size from 80 
to 160 pounds, yet move about with the 
grace of ballet dancers. [hey have very 
large mouths but tiny teeth. 

There are an estimated nine or ten of 
these huge fish at the Cod Hole and over 
the past few years they have become 
very tame. Dive guides take down large 
buckets of baitfish and spend most of the 
dive handfeeding these gentle giants. 
Five or six fish will usually congregate 
around the guide, nuzzling and pushing

Another exciting dive site is Dolphin 
Point, a sloping drop-off on the outside 
edge of Day Reef.

depths ranging from 8 to 20 feet. Some 
of the coral formations are extremely 
large and the entire area covers 100 
yards of dazzling reef structures. The 
area is loaded with staghorn, plate, brain 
and lovely soft corals with interesting col- 
ors. [here are also giant clams in this 
area and a wide variety of coral reef fish- 
es. It is a good spot for snorkeling and 
photography. 

The Terrace is an interesting drop-off 
on the outer edge of Yonge Reef. This 
formation is a series of descending 
ledges or steps which range from 30 to 
120 feet. Each terrace is loaded with hard _ 
corals, delicate soft corals, large gorgoni- 
an fans and even some /ridacna clams. 
Underwater visibility exceeds 100 feet.

We opened the dive tour with three 
days of intensive diving on the wreck of 
a large passenger ship, the Yongala. This 
70 year old wreck lies in 90 feet of water 
about 53 miles from Townsville on the 
Queensland Coast. The wreck is in open 
water between the Barrier Reef and the 
mainiand and rests on an open sand bot- 
tom. It has become an isolated reef and 
thus attracted an incredible range of ma- 
rine life, both pelagic and resident. It has 
the greatest density of marine life | have 
ever encountered on a wreck. At the top, 
45 feet down, big stingrays hang motion- 
less on the current updrafts, balanced 
like hang gliders. Schools of eagle rays 
circle the upper wreck area in company 
with jacks and spadefish. At the bottom 
and under the bow dense schools of 
snappers part before the swimmer to re- 
veal more stingrays cruising the mollusk 
beds. Huge groupers (in the 300 pound 
class) provide background action. 

A rare sight to me was a school of 
about 100 cobia lying on the bottom to 
one side of the Yongala. They seem to be 
resident and move about the wreck, ap- 
pearing on different days in different sec- 
tors of the sand perimeter.

very October, as regular as the 
planets in their eternal orbits, spring- 
time comes to the colossal open ex- 
panses of Australia’s Coral Sea. Some- 
times there comes over these thousands 
of miles of blue tropic water a hush, a 
calm, a stillness that is like a benediction. 
When this happens, all of the free-stand- 
ing reefs far beyond the Great Barrier 
Reef become unparalleled wonderlands 
of crystal water, big fish and astonishing 
drop-offs. And, every October, as regular 
as the planets in their eternal orbits, 
somebody notices | am not at my desk in 
San Francisco. it takes little profound 
thought to guess that for the 12th straight 
year | am escorting another group to this 
South Pacific paradise. 

Over the years we've learned a lot 
about these remote reefs up to 250 miles 
off Australia’s Queensland coast. For the 
first few years we traveled only to beauti- 
ful Marion Reef, one of the crown jewels 
of international dive travel. [hen we real- 
ized that all of the Coral Sea's isolated, 
open ocean reefs had special oe no 


_ diver should miss. 


From this new knowledge has evolved 
a diving odyssey—See & Seas Grand 
Tours of the Coral Sea. A place as daz- 
zlingly varied as this deserves to have 
each of its unique wonders sampled. 
Some reefs have stupendous drop-ofts, 
others life filled pinnacles, others concen- 
trations of seldom seen marine life such 


as sharks and sea snakes. 


All of our Grand Tours begin with a two 
day sojourn in sophisticated Sydney, 
where we enjoy a superb wine tasting, 
visit the Opera House and the Centre Pt. 
Tower, and sample some of eyaney 
choicest restaurants. 

After our Sydney sojourn | we fly north- 
ward some 1000 miles to the charming 
resort city of Townsville. Here we board 
one of Australia’s premier dive boats, the 
Reef Explorer. | ve now personally made 
six of these sensational trips on Reef Ex- 
plorer, and her strengths are prodigious. 
Her guest cabins include six air-condi- 
tioned rooms for two; she has hot water 
showers, a roomy area for donning dive 
gear, a roomy salon, a window-wrapped 
bar and all the latest sophisticated elec- 
tronics including sidescan sonar and sat- 
ellite navigation. 

Her crew, though, is her major asset. 
Captain/part owner John Bound and his 
ebullient wife, Penny, lead an all-star 


team which includes Captain Kerry 
Pietsch. These are veteran Coral Sea 
skippers who know ail the greatest sites. 
Add to this line-up Australia's most gra- 
cious and charming hostesses (who are 
also fabulous cooks) and the Grand 
Tours are in the very best of hands. 

Departing the afternoon of our Towns- 
ville arrival, we steam through the night 
right through the Great Barrier Reef to its 
very outer edge. Here we'll stop for most 
of one day of diving. 

After another overnight Grossing we 
find ourselves some 250 miles out to sea 
at the colossal reef named for the Austra- 
lian explorer Captain Matthew Flinders. 
Flinders Reef is a kaleidoscope of under- 
sea experiences—great cities of coral 
pinnacles rise to within a few feet of the 
surface here and there across the entire 
15 mile lagoon. Ihere are huge valleys 
filled with golden gorgonians between 
these pinnacles, and some have their 
snailow tops wreathed with thousands of 
flashing tropical fish. 

At the astounding pinnacle we call The 
Jinx (from two years ago when several 
cameras flooded here) the water was so 
still one could sit on the bottom and pho- 
tograph the Reef Explorer floating above. 
Sometimes the quality of the diving ex- 
periences at these Coral Sea reefs ex- 
ceeds the power of words; the lushness, 
the clarity, the sense of spacewalking. 
Awe and majesty live here. 

‘There are big drop-offs at Flinders, too, 
on the southern reef extension, but when 
anyone mentions drop-offs out here the 
answer is, Let's go to Dart.’ Dart Reef 
lies two hours northwest from the bom- 
mies of Flinders. It is an undersea moun- 
tain with vertical sides abruptly ceasing 
just beneath the limpid surface of the wa- 
ter. This drop-off is awesome, dwarfing 
those of Us who soar down its flanks. 

Below 100 feet are scattered soft coral 
colonies that sometimes stand four or five 
feet in height. Jessica and | were taking 
modeling shots with those rose, yellow 
and purple behemoths when we were in- 
terrupted first by a patroling silvertip 
shark, then by a turtle and finally by a be- 
vy of divers homing in on the same huge 
corals. Indeed throughout the entire 12 
day odyssey, divers are shuttling in and 
out of the water constantly. Reef Explor- 
ers aft deck becomes a kind of revolving 
door, with those going, briefly chatting 
with those returning, giving directions to 
special locations. There is an air of ex- 
citement—no one wants to miss anything. 

Our next overnight brings us to legend- 
ary Marion Reef. Marion has pinnacles 
similar to those of Flinders. While some of 
Marion's are not as spectacular as some 
of Flinders’, Marion’s have an added di- 
mension, for this is the home of the sea 
snake. 

The snakes’ reputation, naturally, is 
based on their venom and people's natu- 
ral fear of such a well armed creature. Af- 
ter a day or two constantly diving with

At all Coral Sea reefs there are popula- 
tions of gray sharks, and Marion has one 
reef where over the years we ve fed a 
pack of some 20 of these beautiful ani- 
mals. As with the snakes, at the end of 
the hour our divers have increased their 
respect but lost their fear of these misun- 
derstood sea creatures. 

After three or four days around Marion, 
we carefully save our final full diving day 
for the totally unique adventure of the 
Yongala wreck. After a long overnight 
cruise, Reef Explorer uses her sophisti- 
cated electronics to find this lost marvel 
of Australia. Yongai/a is more than a 
wreck, it is a shrine of marine life. Like an 
African waterhole, it is a place where the 
laws of the jungle are suspended, where 
the lion and the lamb lie down together. 

Yongala is some 300 feet in length, 
large enough to shelter multitudes and so 
it does. [here are immense shoals of 
snappers and grunts in her shadows, and 
in the shallow waters above her expired 
bulk one can hover over hundreds of bar- 
racuda, batlish, golden trevally, cobia 
and other open water species. 

But the Yongala has much more. By 
mid-afternoon, eight colossal sea bass of 
900 pounds or more each come to hover 
under the bow. There are several tame 
rays, which soar unconcernedly along 
watching our frantically snapping photog- 
raphers. [here are turtles, octopus and a 
wonderfully tame sea snake. 

On one of our 1982 trips Jessica found 
an octopus and played with it for a quar- 
ter-hour while Stan Waterman and | pho- 
tographed. [hat octopus couldn't know 
that he will be an underwater film festival 
Star this season. 

Yes, the Grand Tours of the Coral Sea 
are like a string of rare pearis, matched 
in quality but each unique. Some of our 
dive clients have made two or three of 
these adventures with us, and for them 
there is great news for 1983. We are 
about to launch our new Northern Grand 
Tour, starting September 30. Modeled on 
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Exciting encounters with sea snakes are common on the cruises into the Coral Sea.

December 1982 marked a decade of 
volunteer service by the Cayman Islands 
Divers, the islands’ chapter of the British 
Sub Aqua Club, whose members have, 
for the past ten years, operated and 
maintained the dive community's two 
man, double lock recompression cham- 
ber at Cayman Clinic on Crewe Road. 

The chamber is housed in a small 
building behind Cayman Clinic in space 
donated by Dr. James St. C. Polson, Cay- 
man’s only hyperbaric physician, and at- 
tending physician for chamber cases. 
The unit is staffed by 27 qualified cham- 
ber operators who offer volunteer serv- 
ices 24 hours a day for emergencies. The 
majority of chamber operators are mem- 
bers of Cayman Islands Divers. 

To date, only 76 victims have required 
the services of the recompression cham- 
ber, a statistic which reflects the safety 
record of Cayman’s dive industry. »#¥

or many of you, a tropical dive vaca- 

tion is no doubt your single largest 
annual expenditure. Knowledgeable 
planning will result in lowering your over- 
all costs while increasing your enjoy- 
ment. The key word in this article is plan- 
ning—the secret to a successful trip. 

Actually there are only two ways to en- 
Sure a successful dive vacation: (1) utilize 
the services of a specialist; or (2) be per- 
sonally prepared to do adequate plan- 
ning and allow yourself lead time in terms 
of months. With careful planning, you can 
virtually eliminate the travel horror stories 
we all hear much too often. There are a 
number of factors to be investigated, con- 
sidered and planned for: lead time (re- 
sorts and airlines), seasons, types of div- 
ing available, costs, money, packing, lan- 
guage barriers, security, safety. 

Lead time: resorts: Because most 
areas have peak months, top resorts in 
these destinations often fill up four to 
eight months in advance. Plan ahead. 

Airlines: The lowest priced seats (usu- 
ally a small allotment) fill up first, often 
eight to nine months prior to departure.

Grand Cayman: A destination where 
wind factor is important if you plan on div- 
ing the North Wall. November-March this 
wind may well keep the boats from visit- 
ing this area. Determined to go to Cay- 


man in December for diving? Simple, just 


stay on Cayman Brac or Little Cayman; 
the boats can always get to the lee side 
of these islands for super wall diving. 

Tobago: You must consider the rainy 
season on the mainland mountain areas. 
Tobago lies off the coast of the Orinoco 
River and the run-off during the rainy sea- 
son will destroy the great underwater visi- 
bility you anticipated. 

This list can go on, destination by desti- 
nation. Be aware that some areas have a 
rainy season, some don't; some areas 
have a windy season, some don't; etc. 
Weather in the tropics is unpredictable. 


Consult an expert. With careful planning, ‘| 


you should never miss a dive owing to 
weather conditions. 

Types of diving available: Decide on 
the type of diving you wish and then learn 
what each destination has to offer. Do 
you want walls, wrecks, etc.? Do you de- 
sire an operation where the day is spent 
on the boat or do your prefer to return to 
the hotel for lunch? On the same island 
there are often different dive operations 
running different intineraries. 

Costs: Beware of low advertised 
prices! Does the price include roundtrip 
airport transfers ($5-20); hotel taxes (3- 
10 percent); gratuities (10-15 percent); 
local government surcharges; one, two, 
three, daily dives or unlimited diving; no 
meals, some or all meals? 

Let's assume the advertised price in- 
cludes accommodations, two dives daily 
and two meals daily (MAP) but not 
transfers, taxes or gratuities. In addition, 
let’s assume you desire three dives daily, 
one night dive and lunches. To compute 
your actual costs, take the advertised

price of (let's say $500) and add 
transfers ($10), hotel taxes ($35), gov- 
ernment tax ($35), gratuities ($75), one 
extra dive per day for six days ($60), one 
night dive ($25) and six lunches ($30). A 
$270 total, which now brings the $500 
price to $770, a 54 percent increase in 
the original price. Let me emphasize, 
these figures are very realistic and very 
possibly on the low side. 

Low advertised prices can look great at 
first glance however, to avoid those dev- 
astating financial surprises, you must re- 
search what is included in your package, 
before you arrive at the resort. 

Money: Bring as little cash as possible. 
Bring the right type of travelers checks 
(not all travelers checks are acceptable 
at all destinations). Before you depart, 
find out which foreign banks can replace 
any lost checks. In many foreign 
countries, you can get a better exchange 
rate on travelers checks and vice versa. 

Packing: The trick here is simple— 
bring everything you need but don’t over- 
pack. Excess luggage is tough to handle 
and keep track of and overweight charg- 
es run 15-45 cents per pound. 

Never check luggage through interna- 
tional connections—claim it and recheck 
it on the international flight (especially 
when changing carriers). 

Never let your luggage remain un- 
guarded and out of your direct sight. 

Carry-on personal medications—if lost 
they may be difficult, if not impossible to 
replace. 

Hand-carry your mask or use the small 


Pelican box (a great $12 investment). 

Before packing, loosen sealed lights, 
strobes and camera housings—a good 
practice to avoid any possible airplane 
pressurization problems. 

Pack lightly. At most tropical resorts 
you will literally live in a pair of shorts, T- 
shirt, sandals and sunglasses. 

On beach entry dives use fins that re- 
quire use of a booty. With tropical full foot 
fins you will be forced to make beach 
entries barefooted—potentially a great 
way to ruin a week of diving. 

Mark all your gear before leaving 
home. Everyone on the boat will appreci- 
ate this. 

Bring extra mask and fin straps, plastic 
tie downs, mouthpiece and exhaust 
pieces, small tool kit, extra buckle, etc.— 
another great use for the Pelican box. 

Photographers: Instead of large fiber- 


@ glass camera cases, buy an ice cooler. 


Pack it with foam and use it to ship your 
camera. It will be impervious to weather, 
cheap and doesn’t advertise ‘‘expensive 


erts to an ice chest. Try it. 

Never seem to have enough luggage 
space on your return? Bring a large mesh 
goody bag and a plastic garbage can lin- 








er. Insert the liner into your goody bag; 
throw in your laundry and other non- 
breakable items and presto—an instant 
travel bag which took no space to pack 
and weighs less than one-half pound. 

Care to sell some gear? Seek out buy- 
ers for your equipment and by the trip's 
end you ll have a buyer lined up for most 
of your dive gear. Remote tropical areas 
have many local divers delighted to buy 
items difficult for them to obtain normally. 

Security: Deposit most of your cash, 
travelers checks, passport, airline tickets 
and jewelry in the resort’s safe upon ar- 
rival. You won't need these things during 
the day, so why leave all your valuables 
in your room? 

Safety: Like most cold water divers, 
concerned about the dangers of diving in 
tropical areas, you worry about stonefish, 
barracuda, sea snakes, eels, sharks, etc. 
While diving | have been surrounded by 
large sharks, been nose-to-nose with 
moray eels, eye-to-eye with five foot bar- 
racudas, and had sea snakes swim be- 
tween my legs, and photographed the 
eye of a stonefish with a macro lens, yet 
never excountered any problems with 
any of these species. Why no problems? 
Because | never tease or aggravate a po- 
tentially dangerous animal. The key to 
awareness of dangerous fish and other 
sea life is to know what to look for and 
what not to touch. The dangerous aspect 
of warm water diving is over-confidence 
and lack of awareness of the tremen- 
dously comfortable environment in which 
you will be diving. In 80° F crystal clear 
water, your capacity to greatly increase 
bottom time is phenomenal. Sixty minute 
dives are commonplace; dropping to 100 
feet is a breeze and going to 160 feet is 
equally simple. At these deeper depths 
there is very little psychological uneasi- 
ness—eventually leading to becoming 
overly secure and comfortable. The re- 
sult—too much bottom time and the near- 
est recompression chamber is 1000 
miles away. 

To summarize, remember: Look into 
possible, language barriers. Plan months 
in advance to ensure obtaining the best 
air fare and resort rates. Investigate and 
analyze wour projected actual costs ver- 
Sus auveriised costs. Determine the 
types of diving available. Thoroughly re- 
search seasonal weather data. Carry 
minimal cash and readily accepted trav- 
elers checks. Be knowledgeable on local 
marine life and remember to pack lightly. 

The best way to reduce the time re- 
quired to properly plan a tropical dive va- 
cation is to utilize the services of a pro- 
fessional dive travel agent. At no cost to 
you, the traveler, he/she utilizes his/her 
influence with the resorts to obtain the 
best accommodations and the highest 
quality boats. And, most importantly, trav- 


el agents are constantly updating their 


broad areas of knowledge on all tropical 
dive destinations. 

Remember, dive tour travel specialists 
are in the service industry. >

n early 1830 a dreamer by the name of 

John C. Calhoun envisioned what was 
considered by many a foolish venture: A 
new artery of commerce for the booming 
South.

challenging search. Three hours and two 
canoes later, we were ready to travel to 
the nearby town of Clayton, Georgia in 
pursuit of our newest quest: Black 
Diamond tunnel. 

The old mountain man had informed 
me that the tunnel had filled with subterra- 
nean ground water. The mouth was al- 
leged to be only inches deep, but sup- 
posedly as one proceeded toward the 
rear, some mile beyond, the water level 
constantly increased until, at the end, it 
met the tunnel’s ceiling. Tales of tools 
and equipment left behind only fueled the 
fire of Our Curiosity. 

Now that we knew of the tunnel’s exis- 
tence, the only barrier in our way was 
pinpointing its location. Unfortunately, the 
old man only knew the general location, 
he could not give exact directions. He re- 
called traveling there as a boy many 
years before and that was all. For hours 
we drove around the rural countryside 
asking questions of farmers in their fields 
and quaint country ladies wearing calico 
bonnets out of the past. 

Everyone claimed to have heard of the 
tunnel, but no one could actually tell us 
where it was. Just when we began to feel 
like giving up, we encountered a farm 
house down a remote, forgotten country 
road. There, sitting on the porch with his 
sons, enjoying the last rays of afternoon 
sun, was Beecher Bleckley. 

Beecher (as |’ve grown to call him 
fondly), after closely appraising the car 
load of city boys, said that indeed he did 
know the tunnel’s location, but to get to 
it there would be a slight charge of $1 per 
person to cross his land. 

He directed us through a gate and be- 
yond his cow pasture to a cove in the 
mountain’s side. 

The years had taken their toll on the rail 
bed, now filled with branches and fallen 
trees. Hauling our canoes over, under 
and around the clutter only heightened 
Our anticipation. 

Finally, the tunnel was within reach. 
Blasted out of solid granite, the stability of 
the excavation was only slightly in ques- 
tion. There it lay, stretching far into the 
darkness ahead. 

After the customary thank you’s we 
launched our two canoes, and with lan- 
terns lighting our way, proceeded down 
the passage. Sure enough, as we pad- 
dled onward, the bottom dropped down 
and down. The cold (50° F), crystal clear 
water beckoned to be dived. At the termi- 
nation of the Black Diamond, where the 
tunnel’s ceiling met the water, the mouth 
(some 30 by 35 feet in dimension) looked 
like a pinprick in the distance. Some 20 
feet below we could see the wooden 
tracks used to shuttle the blasted granite

to the mouth. Tools and various indistin- 
guishable outlines were strewn across 
the bottom just under a fine layer of silt 
and bat guano, for a huge population of 
bats had come to call the tunnel home. 

lt was several years before | ventured 
back to the Black Diamond, but dreams 
of submerged railroad memorabilia were 
always in the back of my mind. | was to 
be greeted by a rather pleasant surprise: 
Walt Disney Studios had used the tunnel 
in the filming of The Great Train Chase 
and had not only removed all obstruc- 
tions to the tunnel’s mouth but also had 
graded the rail bed making it easily ac- 
cessible. We still had to pay Beecher his 
dollar, but it was as though the money 
were going toward the tunnel’s improve- 
ment—well worth it! 

After donning our gear, we entered the 
mouth of the tunnel. Black, deep mud 
with several spots up to the waist seemed 
to have been put there on purpose to im- 
pede our progress, but finally we located 
a semi-firm route on the tunnel’s edge. 
On top of what had once been a dock, 
now concealed below several inches of 
smelly black goo, we carefully made our 
way inward. Soon the water was up to 
our waists and we were able to begin the 
long swim in. 

Several hundred feet from the entrance 
the water’s depth was approaching ten 
feet deep. After surface diving to the 
tracks below, we continued our penetra- 
tion underwater. | had been right! 
Hammers, chisels and pickaxes were 
seemingly everywhere! 

It was as though we were drifting back 
into history: In the back of my mind | 
could smell the coal oil lamps and hear 
the constant picking away at the moun- 
tain beyond. The water's visibility was 
around 50 feet (incredible for most Geor- 
gia diving), and both my companions and 
myself were savoring every kick, not 
knowing what lay just ahead. 

After what seemed an eternity, and 
without the tunnel’s end in sight, this trio 
turned and retreated to the warmth of the 
summer’s sunshine outside. 

Numerous dives and artifact discover- 
ies later, the Black Diamond is still a fa- 
vorite dive of mine. The artifacts that were 
first located far within the tunnel are still 
on display as they rightly should be: 
Deep within this north Georgia mountain. 

Only recently has the exact length of 
the Black Diamond been determined. On 
a fall weekend trip to the tunnel, this diver 
reached the end, over a mile into the 
mountain. 

lt was reported that just before the tun- 
nel’s construction was abandoned, the 
workers on either side could hear each 
other talking—so near, yet so far. »##
